LABOUCHERE SUSPENDED 


SAYING, PRAOTICALLY, THAT 
SALISBURY LIES. 
STIRRING UP A DIRT HEAP IN ORDER 
TO ATTACK THE GOVERNMENT AND 
FORCED TO LEAVE THE HOUSE. 


Lonpon, Feb. 28.—Mr. Labouchdre spoke to 
his motion of inquiry into the Cleveland-street 
scandal, which had been made part of the regu- 
lar order for to-day, in the House of Commons. 
He alleged that the*case presented an official 
attempt to defeat the course of justice, and, 
therefore, he had moved the reduction of the 
credits related to the administration of justice. 

He asserted that the Treasury officials had 
tried to prevent prosecutions, and that when 
they were forced to do something the principal 
offenders somehow received timely warning. 
The object of the Government, he said, was ob- 
viously to hunt Hammond beyond the range of 
extradition, that being regarded as the best 
plan tor preventing the making of revelations 
effecting certain persons. [Opposition cheers. ] 
The Government took care that the warrant for 
Lord Arthur Somerset’s apprehension should 
not be issued till he was out of the country. 
[Cheers and Ministerial Ohs!] Mr, Labouchtre 
said his charge was plain enough. It was that 
the Marquis of Salisbury and others criminally 


conspired to defeat the ends of justice. There- 
ture he usked that the committee inquire into 
his allegations. Mr. Labouchére then withdrew 
his motion. 

Sir Richard Webster, the Attorney General, 
paid he believed the House would agree with 
bim that there was not a shadow of foundation 
for these disgraceful charges. It was absurd to 
suppose that the Marquis of Salisbury or the 
Treasury officials could have any interest to re- 
tard the prosecution in this case. The story 
told by Mr. Labouchére to the effect that the 
Marquis of Salisbury had informed Sir Dignton 
Provyn that a warrant was about to be issued 
for 8omerset’s arrest was mere gossip. 

Mr. Labouchére offered to write the name of 
his informant ona slip of paper and put the 
slip of paper into the hand of Sir Richard 
Webster, ieaving to the latter the choice of dis- 
closing or not disclosing the name to the House. 

Sir Richard Webster said Mr. Labouchere 
could adopt what course he chose. He himself 
had direct authority to contradict the allega- 
tion that the Marquis of Salisbury had spoken 
to any one regarding the issue of the warrant 

Mr. Laboucbére said he could not accept Sir 
Richard Webster’s assurances, vor did he believe 
the Marquis of Salisbury, whose denials were 
pbviously untrue. 

The Chairman intervened, and requested the 
gentleman to withdraw the words calling into 
yuestion the veracity of the Premier. 

Mr. Labouchétre declined to withdraw the 
words, and the Speaker pamed him for suapen- 
sion and called upon the House to adjudge 
upon the conduct of the Member. Upon divis- 
jon the suspeusion was carried by 177 to 96. 

Mr. Labouchére, in ieaving the House, said 
he regretted the fact, but his conscience would 
not allow him to say that he believed the de- 
nial of the Marquis of Salisbury. [Cheers from 
the Parnell party. ] 

Mr. W. H. Smith demanded that the House 
should express an opinion on the motion, not- 
withstanding the withdrawal, and should say 
that the motion was improper and the charges 
false. The vote against Mr. Labouchére’s mo- 
tion Was 163 to 80. 

Mr. Labouchére is suspended for one week.

BERLIN LABOR CONFERENCE. 


PROGRAMME OF THE SUBJECTS TO BE 
DISCUSSED THERE. 


BERLIN, Feb. 28.—The official programme of 
the International Labor Conference has been 
issued. The subjects to be discussed are the 
regulation of mine work, with reference to the 
prohibition of the labor of women and children 
under ground, the shortening of the shifts in 
particularly unhealthy mines, the insuring of a 
regular output of coal by subjecting the work- 
ing of the mines to international rules, the 
regulation of Sunday labor, and also the rega- 
lation of the labor of children and females. 

M. Kaufmann, Secretary of the Ministry of 
Agrieulture, and M. Blumer, Chief Magistrate 
of the Schwanden district, have been appoint- 
ed to represent Switzerland at the Berlin Labor 
Conference. 

PaRIs, Feb. 28.—M. Jules Barthelemy-Saint 
HBilaire, the eminent French writer and states- 
inan, formerly Minister of Foreign Affairs, is 
heartily in favor of France taking part in the 
German Labor Conferenee. He says that this 
will tend to produce improved relations be- 
tween this country and Germany. M. Jules 
Simon condemns the conference. He declares 
that it is founded on-Socialism. 


REICHSTAG ELECTIONS. 
BERLIN, Feb. 28.—Upon the second ballots for 
the Reichstag the returns thus far reeeived 
show the following elections: For Leipsic City, 


Goetz, National T.iberal; for Munieh, First Dis- 
trict, Birk, Socialist; for Mannheim, Driesbach, 
Socialist; for Frankfort-on-the-Maine, Schmidt, 
Soclalist; Stuttgart, Seigl, National Liberal. 

For Lubeck the Socialist Schwartz is elected. 
It is believed that a Sooialist is selected for 
Bremen. ‘The Socialist leader Debel is defeated 
at Leipsic; a Progressiet is returned for Carls- 
ruhe; the National Liberal Osann is elected for 
Darmstadt; the Soeialistae Kircher, Haerla, 
Schmidt, Boethingen, are elected for Heilbronn 
and Canpstadt. 

The North German Gazette, Prince Bis- 
marck’s organ, confirms the report that Prince 
Bismarck intended to resign the Chancellor- 
ship, but says that the result of the recent elec- 
tions caused him to decide to remain in office.

TENDER TO SOCIALISTS. 
VIENNA, Feb. 28.—At a meeting of a commit- 
tee of the lower house of the Reichsrath to-day 
Count von Taaffe, Austrian Prime Minister, 
said that in view of the present quiet character 
of the Socialist movement, the Governmeuat 
would consider the question of the partial re- 
peal of the exceptional legislation in regard to 
socialism, provided the Reichsrath passed an 
Anti-Anarehist bill. The Prime Minister stated 
that it would beimpossible to abolish the ex- 
ceptional legislation entirely, as its continu- 
ance in some measure was justified by tne fear 
that the movement agaiast which it was di- 

rected might degenerate into Anarchism. 





WESTERN UNIONS PROTEST. 


WHY IT OBJECTS TO MR. WANAMAKER’S 
POSTAL TELEGRAPH BILL. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—A number of persons 
intereated in postal telegraphy assembled in 
the room of the House Post Office Committee 
this morning to listen to Dr. Norvin Green, 
President of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. 

Dr. Green began his remarks by discussing 
the merits and demerits of the European Gov- 
ernmental telegraph systems. He said that 
while in instances their charges were lower 
than those in the United States, they were con- 
ducted ataloss. He presented a table showing 
that the domestic companies had 18,00 sta- 
tions and handled over 60,000,000 messages 
annually, as against 53,000 stations and 173,- 
000,000 messages in the restof the world. They 
bad more than half the entire mileage of the 
world. The try eee Union controlled ten- 
elevenths of this business. i 

Dr. Green believed that the United States 
Government had no business with the manage- 
mont of tbe telegraph; it could not manage as 
cheaply; 1t could not do it better, and none of 
the senders of telegraws had asked it. It was 
prepared to wake a rate of one-half of the cost 
of sending messages, and the deficiency would 
have tobe made up by the 57,000,000 people 
who did not use the telegraph. 

If the Governmert wanted to go into the tele- 
graph business it should buy the lines outright. 

The Chairman wished to know how the rates 
suggested by the Postmaster General compared 

“with the present rates. 

Dr. Green replied that gonerally they were 
two-fifths lower. In the case of long-distance 
messages they were one-half lower. 

Representative Crain wishod to know why, it 
the bill was impracticable, Dr. Green and the 
President of the Postal Telegraph Company be- 
fore appeared here to contend against it. 

Dr. Breen replied thatit was a serious mat- 
ter for them; they did not wish to be placed in 
corapetition with the United States Treasury— 
the Goverament could afford to bear a loss. He 
will coutinue his remarks to-morrow.

A BIG SUM WILL BE NEELDED—CHI- 
CAGO FAIR COMPANIES FORMING. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The Sub-Committee on 
the World’s Fair, while holding no regular 
meetings, has been conferring at convenient 
opportunittes upon the floor of the House, and 
will probably be prepared to submit a partial 
report to the full committee when it meets to- 
morrow. 

From representations made by Government 
officials it is beginning to be made manifest 


that the appropriation for the Government 
buildings aod exhibit must be of a larger 
amount than was thought to be sufiicient dur- 
ing the debate in the House. One bureau alone 
estimates that it will require an appropriation 
of $100,000 to make an adequate exhibit, and 
the rapid growth of the departments and the 
creation of new ones inthe past ten years are 
eited as reasons for asking’a larger appropri- 
ation than was made for the Centennial.

FLEEING FOR SAFETY.

A GREAT STORM PREVAILING ON THE 
NEW-JERSEY COAST. 


EGG HARBOR CITY, N. J., Feb. 28.—A great 
storm has been prevailing here for the past 
twenty-four hours. The wind has been blowing 
on shore, bringing extremely heavy tides into 


the bay and Great Egg Harbor River. 

The tides at Pleasantville hare overflowed 
Edge water-avenue aud at some places on other 
streets there are twofeetof water. Sea Isle 
City is submerged. In Clarktown the Gitizens 
are fleeing tothe high lands for safety. ‘ne 
citizens are fearing a repetition of last Spring’s 
terrible storm. 

The old Weymouth Wharf at May’s Landing 
is four feet under water, and the warehouses 
standing upon it are in great danger of being 
totally wrecked. From Absecom, Linwood, Som- 
ers Point, Ocean City, and other puints come 
like reports. 

Later advices show that the tides are even 
higher than was at first expeeted. The trains 
on several lines have to run over the meadows 
with the greatest caution. Alexander Fish & 
Co. report great damage to their fishing and 
oyster business. 





A BIG LOOK-OUT ORDERED. 


BOSTON FREESTONE CONTRACTORS CLOSE 
THEIR YARDS. 


Boston, Feb. 28.—The noticeclosing the yards 
under the jurisdiction of the Freestone Con- 
tractors’ Association to the members of the 
Journeymen Freestone Cutters’ Union until the 


union ‘ rescinds or amends such acts as denial 
of membership in the union to any and all ap- 
plicants interfering with marble cutting, also 
all otber arbitrary practices,” was posted in 
ten of the twelve yards of the association at 5 
o’clock this afternoon. The firms of Knox & 
Dodge and Holmes brothers did not assent to 
the notice and it was not posted in their yards, 

The cutters inthe other yards at onee laid 
down their tools and left the premises. Itis 
now said that the number of men directly at- 
fected by this lock-out in this city will be about 
700 instead ef 1,500, as previously stated. 

The freestone cutters held a largely-attended 
meeting to-night, and voted to stand firm, 
They appointed rallying and grievance com- 
mittees, and also pickets to watch the various 
yards. A committee from the Marble Cutters’ 
Union was in attendanoe, and offered support 
and aid to their locked-out brethren, and as- 
surances have been received that the entire 
pbuilding trades will give their aid when the 
proper time comes.

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC SAID TO BE 
THE PURCHASER. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—A. M. Bannister, the civil 
engineer who coastructed the railroad in Guate- 
mala which connects the port of San José de 
Guatemala with Guatemala City, was in Chiea- 


g0 to-day very much elated over news which he 
said he had just received trom Central America. 

Mr. Bannister said: ‘* Advices from Guate- 
mala City tell me that the railroad connecting 
with San José de Guatemala has just beeu pur- 
chased by a syndicate of wealthy American cap- 
italists, believed to be the owners of the South- 
ern Paoitic Railroad.

SHOOTING IN THE CAPITOL 


EX-OONGRESSMAN TAULBEE 
THE VICTIM. 
SHOT DOWN BY CHARLES EK, KINOAID, A 
CORRESPONDENT, AFTER AN ALTER- 
CATION IN THE HOUSE CORRIDOR. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.— William Preston Tanl- 
bee, ex-Congressman from Kentuoky, is lying 
dangerously and perhaps fatally wounded at 
Providence Hospital, with a pistol bullet in his 
nead, and Charles E, Kinoalid, correspondent of 
the Louisville Times, hia assailant, is inthe New- 
Jersey-avenue police station, near the Capitol. 

A callof the House had just been ordered, 
soon after noon to-day, when the two men 
met, as they had done many times before, 
since the trouble between them which orig- 
inated about a year and a half ago in the 
publication, by the correspondent, of a state- 
ment affecting the moral character of the 
Congressman. Kincaid had sent in his card to 
see a Kentucky member of Congress, and was 
waiting at the east door leading into the floor 
of the House. it ia from this door that the 
cards of all ladies are sent into the House, the 
ladies’,reception room being across the corridor. 
There is always a large crowd of people about 
the corridor. 

Tauibee, who had a business engagement witn 
Congressman McCreary of Kentucky, and sev- 
eral others, came out of the House while Kin- 
caid was standing in the outer dvorway, and 
walking upto him said afew words in an un- 


dertone, indistinguishable to the doorkeeper, 
only two or three feet away. It is sald that the 
lie was passed. ihe doorkesper, who was in 
the act Of closing the doors, as is customary on 
a call-of the House, then notived Taulvee, who 
is large-framed and muscular, grab Kincaid by 
the lapel of the coat, and with a strong grasp 
held bim while he said: “ Kinoaid, come out 
into the corridor with me.” The reports which 
flew about the Capitol stated that the ex-Con- 
xressman had pulled the cuorrespondent’s nose 
or ear, but the doorkeeper, who was standing 
there, denies this, 

Kincaid is a small, slightly-built man. suffer- 
ing from ilinese and some nervous ailment. His 
reply to Taulvee’s invitation to come out into 
the corridor was: ‘‘Il amin no condition fora 
physical contest with you. [ am unarmed.” 
Taulbee responded that he also was unarmed, 
and the men were separaied by some common 
friends, Kincaid calling upon am acquaintance 
from Kentucky, Sam Walton, to bear witness 
to what had occurred. Walton evidentiy did 
not desire to bocome involved in the trouble be- 
tween the two men, for he said that he could be 
&@ witness to nothing; he only knew that some 
words had been exchanged. All this time the 
doorkeoper was Valnly endeavoring to get the 
men out of the way, so that the doors might 
be closed, but was prevented by Taulbee, who 
declared that he had a right to enter. Taulbee 
and Kincaid then went their way, the former 
into the House and the latter, it is supposed, 
after a pistol, for, as he stated, he had none at 
the time. 

This quarrel was not generally known, even 
to the intimate friends of the two men, when at 
about 1:30 o'clock members and their friends 
dining iu the restaurant were startled by the 
sharp report of a pistol firea very near the pri- 
vate room attached to the restaurant. They 
rushed out, while other persons came tumbling 
down the &tairway, and soon there was an ex- 
eited crowd surrounding a man holding his 
head, from which the blood was gushing Ina 
steady stream, while another tinan was exclaim- 
ing that he had done the shooting. The bullet 
was tired at a range not the length of a man’s 
arm. 

Taulbee, after spending some time in the 
House, had come out and was descending the 
eastern marbdie stairway leading from tho 
main to the lower floor of the building. He 
passed Kincaid on his way, and the latter came 
after him. This stairway 18 lighted only by 
one small window, and is dark and gloomy. At 
the time the affair occurred there were many 
people passing up and down. 

The two men reached the bottom of the stairs 
nearly at the same time, Thero the altercation 
was renewed, when Kincaid suddenly drew a 
revolver and fired, the ball entering Taulbee’s 
face about one-eighth of an inel at tne left of 
the left eye. Who was the aggressor at this 
last meeting, or what position either man occu- 
pied with reference to the other at the time the 
shot was tired it is impossible to atate defi- 
nitely. The wounded man almost sank to the 
floor, but rallied instantly, aod staggered down 
the few remaining steps to the landing, where 
he was quickly surrounded by a throng, some 
of whom recognized him. 
fFCongressman Yoder, a physician as well asa 
politician, and Dr. Clarence Adams, a young 
hag trantan ed of this city, were near at hand. 

‘he wounded man was removed to the room 
of the Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds, where he was made comfortable on 
alounge. Kincaid made no endeavor to escape, 
but walked into the crowd surrounding the 
wounded man, excitedly exclaiming: ‘‘I did it; 
I am the man who did the snooting.’”’ Officer 
Bryan of the Capitol police force caught hold 
of him after he heard these words, and Kin- 
oald was taken to the New-Jersey-avenue 
station and surrendered to the local police au- 
thorities. 

Messrs. Carlisle, Stone, and other former col- 
leagues of the ex-Congresaman saw DIm soon 
after he was shot. How badly he was hurt, 
the doctors told them, it was impossible to say, 
as they were unable to tell whether tho bail 
had taken an upward or downward direction. 
It was thought the eye might have been af- 
fected by the bullet etriking the optic nerves, 
but this was disproved when Mr. Taulbdese, at 
the suggestion of Congressman Stone, put his 
hand over his uninjured eye, and the sight of 
the other one was found to be perfect. The 
slap on the shoulder and the discharge of the 
bullet must have come almost instantaneously, 

s Mr. Taulvee inquired of Congressman Car- 
isle who had shot him, showing that he had 
not seen his agsallant. 

The stricken man rested in the committee 
room half an hour before he was removed to 
his home, ert a gf he was taken to Prov- 
idence Hospital. The latest report is to the 
effect that his general condition 18 quite favor- 
able, and that he is doing even better than 
could have been reasonably expected. His 
temperature, pulse, and respiration are almost 
if not quite normal. He has little fever, iv per- 
fectly rational, and talks freely with those 
about him when allowed to do so. While the 
exact location of the ball is as yet undeter- 
mined, itis the opinion of the attending sur- 
geons that it is lodged in the superior 
maxillary bone, not more than one inch or an 
inch and a half from the place where it entered. 
There are but slight hemorrhages from the nose 
and mouth, which, together with the fact that, 
so far as is Dow known, the brain and the optic 
nerves are untouched, leads the attending sur- 
geons to regard the case at present as entirely 
hopeful. away 

Ex-Congressman Taulbee came from one of 
the mountain districts of Kentucky. He is 
thirty-nine years old, of tallfigure, wita a frame 
sinewy and strong, but lean. He soon became 
Known in the House as a ready talker, and was 
more frequently on his feet than any other 
young member. He had a very powerful voice, 
and in the tumult which sometimes occurred in 
the House it coald always be heard above the 
din. He was born in Morgan County, Kentucky, 
Oct. 22, 1851, and was educated in private 
county schools; studied for the nyse | from 
1875 to 1878, and for the law from 1878 to 
1881. He was elected Clerk to the Magofitin 
County Court in 1878 and re-elected in 188. 
He was a member of the Forty-ninth and 
Fiftieth Congresses. 

Kincaid is a slightly-built, inoffensive-lookiug 
man of about thirty-five years of age. He was 
tormerly a Judge in one of the Louisvilie 
courts, and his family ie one of the best known 
in Kentucky. He has a wide acquaintance in 
social circles here, and has spent considerable 
time in attending receptions, parties, and other 
society events. He has been in il) health tor 
about two years, suffering from nervous and 
other ailments, following an attack of typhoid 
fever. He went to England last Summer for 
the benefit of his health, a xd returned some- 
what improved. 

Mr. Kincaid was seen by areporter about 9 
o’clock this evening at the New-Jersey-avenue 
police station. He had almost whoilv recov- 
ered from the nervous excitement which he had 
exhibited at the time of the shooting. He re- 
ceived the sympathies and offers of assistance 
which his nrany cdllers extended with perfect 
composure and evident thankfulness. A friend 
who called early in the evening assured 
Mr. Kincaia that he would be pleased to 
qualify as one of his bondsmen in case he 
was needed. This friend also stated that he 
brought a message from Senator Voorhees to 
the effect that in case his servives as counsel 
were needed at the trial be could count upon 
them. A well-known lawyer of this city was 
immediately retained to conduct his defense, 

Mr. Kineaid declined to make any statement 
for publication further than to say that the 
statement, which bas gained some currency 
that he approached Mr. Taulbee from vehind 
aud fired without giving him any warning was 
absolutely false. This statement is also denied 
by others who were near when the shot was 
fired. It is stated by Mr. Kinoaid’s friends that 
Mr. Taulbee had repeatedly assaulted bim, be- 
—en using extremely insulting language toward

THE OCOZAR DENOUNCED. 


A MASS MEETING PROTESTS AGAINST 
THE SIBERIAN OUTRAGES, 


The large hall of Cooper Institute was filled 
last evening with Socialists, Anarchists, a num- 
ber of Russian exiles, and others, who met to de- 
nounce the Czar and the Russian Government 
for the flogging and murder of the Siberian 
exiles. Mr. Stoletchnikov, a Russian, presided, 
and on taking the chair made a brief address 
in Russian. 

For ten or twelve years, he said, news had 
come of repeated outrages upon the exiles in 


Siberia. In the early period of Christian history 
and in the Middle Ages martyrs suffered torture 
and death from pagana and the Inquisition, but 
such a crime as whipping a woman to death 
was unheard of. 

The Rev. Hugh O. Pentecost was then intro- 
duced. His address savored of bloodthirstiness. 
He wanted blvod for blood. He was pleased to 
see that the last outrage had raised a feeling of 
horror in the breast of every American. It was 
a disgrace to the whole human race thata man 
like the Czar should be allowed to live. At 
these words the audience burst out iuto ap- 
plause. When it had subsided Mr, Pentecest 
continued that the man on the throne of Russia 
was a disgrace to humannature. He alonc was 
responsible for the outrage in Siberia. George 
Kenuan, who knew more about Siberia than 
others, stated that the Czar was alone responsli- 
ble for the flogging of the lady. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

The nameless blood-curdling outrages perpe- 
trated by the servants and officials of the Czar of 
Russia on the persons of men and women in Sibe- 
ria, whose only crime was to love liberty with all 
their hearts and souls, have sent a thrill of horror 
through all the civilized world. If our civilization, 
if hamanity itself is not a miserable sham, we hold 
it to be the sacred duty of every nation in whose 
hearts the love of liberty still lives not only to pro- 
test against such outrages, but to take such steps as 
ow | eifectually preveut their repetition; therefore

Resolved, Tiat we, citizens of New-York and 
vicinity, in mass meeting assembled, do hereby ex- 
press our loathing and detestation of a Govern- 
went capable of committing such crimes as those 
perpetrated by the Czar’s minions in the Siberean 
dungeona. 

That we reverence the victims of these crimes 
as the noblest and most exalted champious of the 
cause of liberty and humanity. 

That we la 1t to be the duty of the United 
States Goverument, in tho name of the b patey of 
the country whose fathers have fought and bied for 
liberty, to enter a solemn protest before the throne 
of the Czar against the perpetration of such un- 
speakable horrors, 

Thatacopy of these resolutions be forwarded to 
the Secretary of State in Washington. 

Prof. De Leon, the next speaker, said that 
there Were Siberias in this country also in the 
mines and factories, Where perhaps woree acts 
were committed than in Siberia. But there the 
outrage was tangible and visible, while here it 
was not. This and other countries bad aright 
to demand that another country should keep 
up a certain standard of civilization. He urged 
the people not to rest unt& one line at least was 
telegraphed that the United States regretted 
that Russia had no other way of dealing with 
its subjects than of massacring them.

Boston, Feb. 28.—Additional signatures have 
been received since Feb. 11, to the New- 
England free iron and free coal petition. 
The petition, it will be remembered, is ad- 
dressed to the Fenators apd Representatives 


in Congress of the New-England States by 
representative proprietors or managers of 
iron-working establishments in these States, 
whorequest that these two provisions be in- 
corporated in any revised tariff law that shall 
be enacted. 

“ First, that iron ore and coal and coke shall be put 
upon the free list, as they were before the war; 
secondly, that the duty upon pig iron and sorap iron 
and scrap steel which prevailed immediately be- 
tore the war be restored, to wit, a duty of 24 per 
cent. ad valorem.’’

A MYSTERIOUS CONOERN. 


THE LIABILITIES OF THE CENTURY RUB- 
BER COMPANY $200,000. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Feb. 28.—The liabilities of 
the Century Rubber Company here, which 
failed this week, are now estimated at not less 
than $200,000. Who comprises the Century 
Rubber Company is an enigma The man- 
agers were C.C. Carpenter of New-York and 
Henry Blim of this city. The latter when 
interviewed to-day said he and Carpenter were 
merely agents. He deelined to say who were 
the real proprietors. 

From other sources it was learned that Blim 
is @ preferred creditor, holding a claim of 
$43,000 against the establishment. He is sure 
of his money, while the other creditors, chiefly 
New-York men, will have to whistle for the 
bulk of their claims, as Sheriff Glasby says the 
stock and machinery, if sold at auction, will 
not cover ove-fuurth of the liabilities. 

Manager Blim admitted that many of the 
employes were unpaid, but said that they prob- 
ably would get their money next week, as ne- 
gotiations were on foot to compromise with the 
creditors, who will haveto take whatever the 
firm sees fit to give. The buildings, which 
were for years known as the Washington Rub- 
ber Works, are owned by people in Europe. 

The Century Company leased the place about 
ayearago. lts failure is even ao bigger sur- 
prise than was the flight of the late superin- 
tendent, Charlies F. Hart, iast month with the 
mouey of many of the employes and leaving 
scores of unpaid bills. 


AN 108 GORGH CREATING TERKOR. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 28.—It is reported 
that one of the worst ice gorges that have 
formed in the Missourl River in many Years is 
now situated sixteen miles above Kansas City. 
The water is backed up almost twenty feet be- 
hind the gorge, and fears are expressed of a 
flood when the Ice goes out unless the immense 
volume of contined water can be drawn off 
gradually. 

The Van Aiken Land Reclamation Company 
and the Winnerbridge Company, both of which 
have works under way in the river, stand in the 
greatest peril, They will attempt to open upa 


channel through the gorge by the use of dyna- 
mite.

REVOLT AGAINST PLATT 


SOLON B. SMITH’S FRIENDS 
RALLYING TV HIS AID. 

A BITTER FIGHT OVER THE CHAIRMAN- 
SHIP OF THE REPUBLICAN COUNTY 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Thomas C. Platt’s animosity toward Collector 
of the Port Joel B, Erhardt for not running the 
Custom House to suit him and for having the 
assurance to stand out aginst him in his 
World’s Fair manipulation is breaking out in 
tne fight over the Chairmanship of the Repub- 
ican County Executive Comwittee. 

This is one of the bitterest contests that has 
ever agitated the Republican ranks in this 
city, and for the past few days it has been 
waged with intense heat and bitter feeling. It 
is particularly bitter to Platt and his henoch- 
meu, because it shows how his impudent boss- 
ism is waning and how politicians whom he 
has heretofore looked upon as his tools are 
slipping his collar. 

Possibly Platt will win, and his candidate, 
Jacob M. Patterson, will be chosen Chairman 
of the Executive Committee in place of Selon 
B. Smith. But even if this turns out to be sv, 
sufficient anti-Platt strength will be shown to 
indicate how strongly the tide has turned 
against bim. 

Solon B. Smithis now Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. He wants to be re-elected. 
Jacob M. Pattersun wants the place. Smith 
stood out against Platt on his World’s Fair 
tight and this mortally offeuded the boss. 
Smith was with Mr. Ernardt io his World’s Fair 
stand and the Collector 1s now standing by 
Suith in his efforts to get re-elected Chairman. 
There has been talk among some of 
the Republican leaders that Smith was 
100 elose to Tammany to be Chairman 
of their Executive Committee. They poiut 
out that he voted with the Tammanyites 
in the Board of Police Justices, thereby givin 
Tammany complete control. It is also claime 
that he has the promise of a reappointment as 
Police Justice. Then, again, it is averred that 
he has not done hisduty as the Republican 
leader in his district. 

Toese things would not weigh much with 
Platt if it wasn’t for Smith’s opposition to the 
boss. Tne Collector’s friends in the County 
Committee and afterwards in the State Com- 
mittee all stood out against Platt, and they are 
now all with Smith. Platt wants to get back 
atthe Collector for several reasons, the main 
one of which is that the Collector insists on 
running his office to suit himself, and will ac- 
cept no dictation from the wan who thinks he 
cau run the State to suit himself. Lhe case of 
Deputy Collector McClelland is one of the 
things that Platt is mad about. 

Soitis a tight between the Collector and 
Platt with the Chairmanship of the Republican 
Executive Committee as the bone of conten- 
tion. ‘he Collector's friends have made Platt’s 
henchmen do a deal of hustling. They were 
badly scared a few days ago, but iast night the 
Plattites were confident that Jacob M. Patter- 
son would win. 

Police Justice Smith’s friends, however, are 
still fignting the battle with persistenvy. He 
has with him some of the best workers among 
the members of the Executive Committee. 
John H. Grimes of the First District is said to 
be willing to stand by Smith Denis Shea, 
Deputy Collector and executive member from 
the Second District, is with him. Jobn Collins, 
Deputy Surveyor, is not on the Executive Com- 
mittee, but his friend, Wilham H. Townley, 
is pretty certain to vote for Smith. 
N. A. Prentiss, the executive member in the 
Eleventh, S. V. R. Cruger’s district, will prob- 
ably be for Smith. Fred 8. Gibbs, in the Thir- 
teenth, is solid for Smith, and he said last night 
that he believed that Smith would be re-elected. 
Henry Krop, in the Sixteenth, is likely to vote 
for Smith. The Twentieth is Smith’s own dis- 
trict. Deputy Collector John H. Gunner, in 
the Twenty-second, is workiny hard to re-elect 
him, and Frank Raymona ef the Tweuty-third 
is, of course, certain to be with him in tue con- 
test. 

A meeting of the committee was planned for 
to-night, but it will not be held until some 
night next week. In casting their votes the 
executive members do not cast simply ap i1ndi- 
vidual vote. They vote for all the members of 
their district’s delegation to the County Com- 
mittee.

AN UNKNOWN MAN JUMPS FROM THE 
BRIDGE INTO THE RIVER. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Feb. 28.—A man leaped 
from the Central-Avenue Bridge early this morn- 
ing into the Genesee River, which is boowing 
along with the full force of aSpring freshet. 


There was but one witness to the act, E. J. Sol- 
omon, a traveling salesman, of Newark, N. J., 
who arrived here on the 6 A. M. train from the 
West, and was crossing the bridge on his way 
to the Powers Hotel. 

Mr. Solomon says he also stopped for a mo- 
ment and gazed at the water. As ho raised his 
eyes he sawthe stranger ahead of him grasp 
the rail and jump into the river without utter- 
ing asound. Almost immediately the man dis- 
appeared, Mr. Solomon states that the vhing 
took place so suddenly that he was unable to 
give any description of the wan. 

The body will probably never be recovered. 
Forty feet below the bridge is the first of the 
famous Falls of the Genesee, A mile further 
the river leaps over another precipice, forming 
a whirlpool where the corpse may have been 
ground to Dits. 

The police have been unable to obtain any 
clue to the identity of the suicide.

THE 10K BOOM HAS COLLAPSED, 


IDLE MEN IN NORTHKRN NEW-YORE 


AND A FAMINE PROBABLE, 

WuiITENALtL, N. Y., Feb. 28.—Four days ago 
contractors could not find men enough to 
handle the ice which they were anx10us to take 
from Lake Champlain, Lake George, and the 
creeks tributary to them. Every boarding 
house and hotel was filled with men, and dozens 
of families in every village took in boarders, 
There was a general boom, everybody was 
making money, and fabulous sums were ex- 
pected to be realized out of ice. 

To-day the situation is entirely changed. The 
scene of activity has given place to one of ab- 
solute idleness. The ice boom has collapsed, 
and many of the men who saw fortunes ahead 
see ruin staring them in the face. The con- 
tinued rain has taken the ice all out of the 
ereeks. The channel leading from Whitehall is 
asfree from ice as it ever is in the Summer. 
South Bay, where the most of the business was 
being done, is still ice bound, but the ice is get- 
ting thinner every day. Unless a coid wave 
comes very soon tre ice in the bay will be of 
little value, and it is an old saying hereabout 
that when there is no ice in South Bay there is 
none any where. 

The failure of the ice boom has caused great 
loss to many whocan ill afford to lose. In the 
excitement of the craze Many wen were drawn 
into speculation who were obliged to borrow 
money or mortgage their property. Many of 
them just got fairly started when the thaw 
came. They had invested in lumber and tools 
and paid large sums for labor. Manywf them 
have some iceup, butfew have as much as 
1,000 tons, and that amount is of little practi- 
cal value. 

New-Yorkers hardly realize what this last 
failure means to them. It will be impossible to 
harvest anywhere a sufticient quantity of ice. 
There is no 1¢e anywhere except in Canada and 
Maine. Icemen have been bere from Mass- 
achusetts, Counecticut, Pennsylvania, New- 
Jersey, and all varts of New-York State. 

If the cold weather had continued two weeks 
longer there would have been no less than 
20,000 men working on Lake Champlain. They 
were arriving by hundreds every day and they 
have not ceased coming. It means heavy loss 
to the ice companies, as they have brought their 
men here under contract to board them. It is 
raining te-night aud the prospect is worse than 
ever. 


BANGOR, Me., Feb. 28.—Ice operations on the 
Penobscot have practically ceased. The sun 
came out this morning as warm as in May, and 


before 10 o’clock all the ice elds were sun- 
struck, though the ice is trom fifteen to tweuty 
inches thick, On the Kenneteo the same condi- 
tions exist, though the ice there is but eignt 
ches. 

What has been gathered here is perfect in 
quality and perfectly clear. Large amounts 
are stacked up on the banks, for which an early 
market must %e found. In all there have been 
harvested about 350,000 tons, 

Forty-eight hours of warm weather will ruin 
the fields. Stackiceis held at $2 50 per ton 
and housed ice at $3. 


PROHIBLTION REJECTED. 
ihe 
MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS VOTE AL- 
MOST SOLIDLY AGAINST IT. 


BosTon, Feb. 28.—There waa quite a flutter of 
excitement in the House of Representatives 
to-day when the bill prohibiting the manufact- 
ure and sale of intoxicating liquors was reached. 
On a division of the House the bill was rejected. 
The yeas and pays were ordered As the roll 


progressed it became evident that the Demo- 
crates were refraining frem answering the eail, 
and 1t was soon ascertained that no quorum 
Was present. 

The Republicans became alarmed and saw 
that they were getting into a trap. The evi- 
dent intention of the Democrats was to put the 
Republicans on record as rejecting, on their 
own account and alone, « prohibitory bill, At 
this juncture Speaker Barrett undertook 
te assist the Democrats. He announced 
that Mr. Adams of Millis was present 
when the roll was called and asked 
ir the House wished to take cognizance 
of the fact. Mr. Adams relieved the House of 
that responsibility by voting. Then the Speaker 
announced that Mr. Wheaton of Worcester, 
though present, had not voted. Mr. Sprout of 
Worcesier moved that Mr. Wheaton be excused 
from voting andit was seconded by Mr. Cook 
of Weymouth. . 

Mr. Hayes of Boston, who evidently did not 
understand the position in which he was plac- 
ing his Republican associates, raised the point 
ot order that under House rule 63 members 
desiring to be excused from voting must make 
application to that effvet before the division of 
the House on the taking of the yeas and nays 
was begun. 

‘Lhe Speaker ruled the point well taken. Mr. 
Clark of Weymouth raised the point of order 
that Mr. Wheaton himself had not asked to be 
excused from voting.

A REPORT THAT HE INTENDS TO LEAVE 
THE NEW-YORK CENTRAL ROAD. 


Late last night a railroad man who has ex- 
ceptional opportunities for obtaining inside 
information stated that he should not be aur- 
prised to learn of Chauncey M. Depew’s resig- 
nation as President of the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad. “I know fora 
fact,” he said, “that Depew’s boom for the 
Presidential nomination in 1892 is being 


shaped on well-defined pians with his consent 
and ald. He will probaoly resign soon and the 
vacancy will be filled by the election of Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt. 

“Tis proceeding will remove the only ob- 
stacle that remains op the track, and the grati- 
fication of Depew’s ambition will be only a mat- 
ter ox time. The leading men in the Republican 
Party see the drift of the tide.

THE PATRONS OF INDUSTRY 


A LIVELY CONVENTION AND 


A BOLD PLATFORM. 
THEY ARE AGAINST TRUSTS AND FAVOR 
TARIFF REVISION—NO MILLIONAIRES 
NEED APPLY. 


DETROIT, Mich., Feb, 28.—The first annual 
convention of the Patrons of Industry, the new 
farmers’ offensive and defensive organization, 
has just closed a three days’ session at Flint, 
which has given the public the first idea of 
what this semi-political and semi-commercial 
party promises to do and be. There were 200 
delegates in attendance, claiming to represent 


an enrolled constituency already of 80,000 
members in thirty-five of the eighty-three 
counties of the State, a large percentage of 
whom are voters. 

They claim ajso to hold the balance of power 
in many localities, and openly proclaim their 
intention to use their influence to secure farmer 
nominees for office and in all other practicable 
ways to promote the interests of the agricult- 
ural class. The head of the patrons in Michi- 
xan is an ex-clergyman, named F. W. Vertican. 
He came over frum Canada some years ago. He 
has been busy traveling avout the State fora 
year past organizing lodges, a thing which has 
not been witnout its protit to him, as he has re- 
ceived $3 per day and his traveling expenses 
besides, and has captured some other perqui- 
sites, according to the allegations of his breth- 
ren. 

The report of the Finance Committee, which 
came up early in the session, showed that if the 
various fees and charges bad been paid to the 
general officers they had received not less than 
$17,000, while their reports disclosed no such 
amount haudied by them. There was a stormy 
time over these and vther discrepancies, and ne 
clear and wholly satisfactory adjustment was 
made of the tangle. 

Resolutions were introduced by the bushel, 
covering all conceivable subjects irom woman 
suffrage and prohibition to subsidies, Govern- 
ment loaning of money on farm mortgages, 
popular election of Senators, and Henry 
George’s single-tax theuory. All tne latest 
theories of the most Ingenious and cranky of 
modern reformers had their believers, and the 
wonder is that the Committee on Platform were 
eble to secure the adoption of as sensible & 
deciaration of principles as they finally did. 
Fortunately, this committee had some experi- 
enced and uard-neaded inen on it. 

The resolutions demand legisiation that shall 
check the advance in financial and political 
power of all classes of corporations, monopolies, 
and trusts; insist that stockholders be made 
individually liable for corporation Gebts, and as 
far as possible under existing Coustitutions 
that corporate property shall be subdjecied to 
local and municipal taxation; that pvols, trusts, 
and watering of stock shall be probibited; that 
olticial salaries in corporations shail be Umited 
to reasonable sums, that dividends and pro- 
tits shall be contined within interest Nmits, 
and that Legislatures shall have the power te 
regulate the freights and fares of railroads and 
olhber common carriers. 

Passing to the question of the national do- 
Main, they insist that not another acre of land 
be given to corporations, speculators, or syndi- 
cates, and that what is left shall be granteu only 
in homesteads of 160 acres. The existing 
privileges of mining companies and ranchmen, 
it is affirmed, should be abridged, and tne free 
use of large tracts by stockmen prohibited. 
Indian grauts should be carefuily protected, 
and no transfer of lands owned by them in sev- 
eraity should be allowed, except with the con- 
sent of the Government, while all unearned 
grants to States or corporations should be at 
once forfeited. 

As to the tariff, they say: ‘* We are in favor 
of such a revision vf our national revenue laws 
as will protect producers, laborers, and larmers 
against ruinous competition of foreigu produc- } 
tion and cheaper labor. The present tariff laws 
are unegual, In that the manufacturer is given 
more protection than the producer. Manufact- 
ured g00ds are given prefereice over raw ma- 
terials from our farms and mines, and capitat 
is given preference over producers and labor- 
ers.” 

They oppose any reduction of the taxes on 
liquor aud tobacco, and favor stringent laws to 
restrain and decrease the sale of intoxicating 
drinks. They believe that the National Govern- 
ment should exclusively cdntrol the currency 
and oppose any change in the national banking 
laws that shall diminish the security of bill- 
holders or give banks the power to expand 
or contract the circulation. They tavor 
the iseue of certificates based ou the 
total output of the gold and silver mines of 
the country, and if this does not provide 
currency 10 sufficient volume then resort | 
should be had to a greenback issue. They call 
for a limitation of the rights of patentees in 
new inventions and a shortening of the time or. 
their exclusive privilege. The remainder of 
the platform is lengthily devoted to State aub- 
jects. ‘Lhe resolutions are interesting as reveal- 
ing what ideas are taking root in the farming 
community. 

Piayed-out politicians of all parties, blasé 
leaders of defunct organizations, and labor axi- 
tators swooped down on the convention in 
force and were profuse in advice, but were kept 
out of its sessions, which were heid behind 
locked doors. Notice was squarely given that 
willionaire candidates for Governor needn't 
apply.

INVESTIGATION. 


ARCHITECT ROWE WAS NOT GOOD 
ENOUGH FOR CORNELL UNIVERSITY. 


ALBANY, Feb. 28.—-The Snaith claim again oc- 
cupied the attention of the Board of Claims 
this morning. 

Franklin 4. Jones testified that he believed 
the specifications were compiied witn, but thas 
some of the work was pdoriy done. 

Oliver Coruell, a civil engineer, was next 
called. He testified as an expert regarding tho 
changes in the iron work, ciaiming that such 
changes had improved apd greatly strength- 


ened the work. The construction first con- 
templated would not have been suitable, and, 
under the clause of the specifications, he be-: 
lieved that the changes were proper. 

Mr. Snaith, upon being recailed by the State, 
said he could find only one letter written by 
Sinclair, the papier-maché manufacturer, giv- 
ing uniwnportant information. He remembered 
that he was notin Pittsieid durisg the Aius- 
worth investigation. 

The claimants here rested their case, and 
counsel for the State moved that the court dis- 
miss the claim, as the right to it had not been 
proved. 

The court took the motion under considera 
tion. 

Charles F. Osborne, Assistant Professor of 
Architecture at Cornell University, was called 
by the State. Deputy Attorney General May- 
bard attempted to prove by him that Architect 
Rowe was incompetent and incupacitated to un- 
dertake the work he claimed tu have done at 
Cornell University. 

Prof. Osborne stated that Mr. Rowe had been 
employed at the university as instructor nine 
mouths, and had drawn numerous plans for 
bim to use in his class work. He did not find 
Rowe competent to perform the work assigned 
tohim. He could originate elementary work, 
but nothing of any importance. He !eft about 
June 1, and received from Prof. Osborne a let- 
ter of introduction to Mr. Snaith. 

James M. Sinclair, a papier-maché manufact- 
urer of New-York, was called by the State, and 
testified that he had made a contract with Mr. 
Snaith foc furnishing papier-maché for the As- 
sembly ceiling. He furnished 396 panels for 
the ceiling and 750 feet of molding, or frieze. 
Before he made the contract to turnish the pa- 
pier-maché, he had understood from Mr. An- 
drews that the panels were to be of wood. 

The court then adjourned to Monday, March 
10, at 2:30 P. M., when the examination will 
be resumed.

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AN EBSSAY ON JOURNALISM 
BY MR. BLAIR. 
NOT ENOUGH DIFFUSION OF THE SENA- 
TOR’S ELCQUENCE—THE SMELLING 
COMMITTEE MUCH DISCOURAGED. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The amiable Mr. Blair 
arose ponderously in the Sepate to-day and 
talked in an unamiable way about newspapers 
in general, newspaper correspondents in par- 
ticular, and of their combined and awful Iin- 
iquity. A letter froma person in Pittsburg 
complaining that important debates in Con- 
gress were sacrificed by the newspapers to 
make room for accounts of dog fights and other 
similar entertainments of a sportive character, 
was the basis upon which his observations were 
made. It was only one letter, he said, of many 
such. 

The prass—or that part of it represented in 
Congress—Mr, Blair thought, failed in its duty 
most shamefully. He roferred with deep feel- 
ing to the fact that he had been subjected to 
‘‘a severe newspaper cudgeling” for complain- 
ing that his immense Education-bill speech had 
not been treated in the matter of spaee with 
that amount of consileration to which he 
dsemed it entitled, and expressed the unique 
belief that the press was altogether bad, that 16 
was ‘‘ muzzled, and intimidated, and false to its 
trust.” 

He continued in this way: ‘Tbe papers have 
been fillea with falsehoods and liss and misrepre- 
sentations of a grave character, bearing on the 
werite of the question, (the Educational bill.) 
Taat cannot be accident. That cannot he ex- 
cusable. The press, which is our only medium 
of intercourse with the people, owes it to the 
people to disseminate the Information which is 
brought forward here. It does not do so. 
Of what I complain. And I produce 
this letter, which I could follow up 
with many others, to show that the 
press fails in answering the wants of the Amer- 
ican public in that regard. Ivis not compli- 
mentary to the American people to te}l them 
that the great mass of unimportant, oftentimes 
deleterious matter with which the homes of the 
country are flooded is the sort of pabulum 
which the American people desire, The press 
should not cater, it seems to me, to the worst 
side of humanity, even if it supplies its owners 
with a little more cash.” 

‘Ir. Hawley had a good word to say for news- 
pavers and writers fur newspapers, and said he 
new that,so far us the reports of Congress 
were eoncerned, the Associated Press dia its 
whole duty. Mr. Hale and Mr. Hawes and Mr. 
Hoar waudered from the subjeet with descrip- 
tions of howthe proceedings of the English 
Parliament were reported in England. 

Mr. Hoar performed an incisive operation 
when he said that in America a statesman sat 
down aod wrote out a speech three or four 
weeks before any Measure came up on which it 
was delivered, and then gave notice that he 
would on a certain day deliver that speech. 
How, he asked, could the newspapers be ex- 
pected to fill thelr columns with the report of 
such a speech, the detivering of which caused 
the desertion of every seatin the Senate every 
day When it began, except perhaps the seat of 
the colleague of the man who was speaking. 
And there was laughter ip the press gallery. 

Mr. Biair with much acuteness thought he 
discovered something of a personal nature in 
this remark, Dut Mr. Hoar denied that any such 
thing had been meant, aud Mr. Blair let the 
matier go over.

He was much annoyed by it, 
however, and itis safe to say thab the whole 
maiter wili be iheroughly sifted by a naval 
court of inquiry at an early date. S0 many re- 
ports of trouble on board naval vessels have 
been printed of late that nothing but a thor- 
ough and public inquiry into the facts in this 
case will Satisty public opinion. 

Commander McCalla has a very high reputa- 
tion 1n the serviee, and many Officers bere are 
loth to Believe that he hus teeo go far in the 
wreng as has been represented. The reports 
against him are so serious, however, that nis 
best friends recognize the fact that a court of 
inquiry will be necessary for the good of the 
service. 

Private advices still continue to bring re- 
poris of trouble with the officers on the squaii- 
ron of evoiution, and it letters from the officers 
themselves ure to bo believed, suspensions have 
occurred on every vessel in ihe squadron. 


The Navy Department hae been notified by 
N. F. Palmer, Jr., & Co., of Chester, Penu., that 
the gunboat Concord, being built at their ship- 
yard, will be ready to launch Marchs, Tue 
Bennington, her sister vessel, will be ready for 
launching two weeks later.

WhLIGHT’S DEFENSE, 
0. Bee 

SHE DENIES MOST OF THE 

MADE AGAINST HER. 


The Trustees of the Eightesenth Ward met 
last evening at School Ne. 50 and received the 
defense put in by Miss Susan Wright, Principa 
of the Primary Department of the school to the 
charges made wgaiust her by the teachers in 
her department. The defense was read by W. 
J. Fanning, Chairman of the investigating 
committee, but no action was taken onit. Ata 
future meeting of the Trustees the whole case 
will be acted on. If the Trustees decide that no 
case has been made out against Miss Wright 
the charges will be dismissed. If they decide 
that a case has been made out the testimony 
will be sent to the Board of Education, together 
with the Trustees’ recommendations, 

Miss Wright's Gefense was a surprise in some 
ways to the Trustees. As one of them put it, 
“Jt was not so much a defense as it Was an ar- 
gument.” Nearly every charge made against 
her was denied at length. The document hada 
twenty-nine counts or denials of specific 
charges, aud covered about thirty pages of 
closely-lined type-written paper. The space 
not taken up in denials was filled with innuen- 
does against toe teachers and with downright 
denunciation of Trustee Vanderpoel, who, Miss 
Wricht seems to think, has treated her more 
unfairly than any one else. 

Miss Wright starts out with the charge that 
she bad wads the ebildren waste their time if 
repeating meaningless woris and sentences. 
She says that as the teachers’ manual says that 
chjldrev shonld never be compelled to ait with- 
out empicyment for mind, hands, or body, she 
has the children when they assemblis in the 
class rooms repeat apopbtbegms, such as “A mo- 
went lost is lost forever,” and such explanation 
is given as may enable them to understand 
what they repeat. 

Those who make the charges against hor, 
Miss Wright declares, concede that sume of the 
objections are amall in themselves, but they 
seom to think -that, like a bundle of swall rods, 
they will gain strength by being bound to- 
gether. She had known of the subtle infiu- 
ences which were working against her in the 
school for at least two years. On Janu. 20, 1890, 
A. E. Vanderpoel, Chairman of the Board ot 
Trustees, bad made the statement that for twu 
years the teachers had been coming to his 
house with their complaints, until fibaliy he 
hai told them that 1f they wouid put their 
cases in writing he would lay them before 
the board. He did not once speak to Miss 
Wright of the charges nor on the subject at all. 
As soon as the charges were wade one of the 
other Trustees said that the Trustees had never 
heard of them before. In not bringing them 
before the Trustees Mr. Vanderpoel had acted 
in disobedience to a well-known rule that all 
complaints must be tirst submitted to the 
Board of Trustees, 

She therefore proceeds to charge that Mr. 
Vanderpoel fortwo years h:d been the princt- 
pal party in the movement to remove her. He 
had instigated the teachers again st her, aided 
and couuseled them, and procured the publica- 
tion in the newspapers of untair articles.

THE CHAMPIONS ARE EVEN 


SOHAEFER AND SLOSSON TIED 
ON FOUR GAMES. 
TO-NIGHT THKY WILL BATTLE FOR 
; FINAL HONORS~—NOT VERY GOOD 
BILLIARDS PLAYED YESTERDAY. 


George F, Sioseon played hia fourth game of 
billiards in the Chickering Hall tournament 
last night, and the man who watched his whole 
play with the greatést amount of interest was 
Jacob Schaefer, who will meet him at the table 
to-night in the last game of the New-York tour- 
ney. Slosson played badly in the beginning of 
the game, but toward the end he showed his 
great skill in good, most excellent billiards, and 
ended the game by putting his score of games 
Won even with that of Schaefer. 

A very poor exhibition of billiard playing was 
given at the afternoon session. The game was 
between Maurice Daly and J. Randolph Heiser, 
each playing the eight-inch balk line. The de- 
pressing effect of the damp weather was appar- 
entfrom the start. Daly, withthe white ball to 
heip him along, counted on the first shot, but 
left the balls badly, and his second shot was a 
wide one. Heiser did not count at all, and it 
wasn’t until the fourth inning that a two-figure 
run was made. Daly in that inning counted 11

Heiser followed this run with a pretty good 
exhibition of balk-line nursing, and ran 55 
points. Runs of 3 or 4 marked cach ‘suc- 
cecding inning, some awfully poor plays being 
made by each wan, until the twenty-ninth, 
when Daly got another streak and played good 
billiards tour achange. He played some of his 
favorite open shots, and wade a run of 93 points.

SLOSSON WINS HIS FOURTH GAME, 

The evening game—Slosson playing the four- 
teen-inch balk line to Catton’s eight-inch line— 
began a little after 8 o’clock in the presence of 
only a fair audience, aud for along while it 
looked as ifit was going to be as slow and as un- 
interesting as the first gam9 had beev.

OBJECTING TO THE TAX. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Feb. 28.—Jonn H. Kimball 
of Bath, Me., has-brought petition in the United 
States Court in session here to secure an in- 
junction to restrain the Central Vermont Rail- 
road Company from paying a State tax on that 
part of its gross earnings derived from inier- 
State commerce, and to restrain Commissivner 
of Taxes J. L. Martin from enforcing any pen- 
alties against the railroad for failure to pay 
such taxes until a further order of court. The 
orator owns a block of the preferred stock of 
the Consolidated Railroad Company of Ver- 
mont, which leased the Vermont Central and 
Vermont and Canada Roads to the Central Ver- 
mont Railroad Company on condition that it 
was to pay dividends on the consolidated pre- 
ferred stock after paying certain fixed charges. 
But no revenue remained after paying the tax 
on gross earnings, and no dividends have been 
paid. The orator avers that the corporation 
tax Jaw is unconstitutional as regards railroads, 


and brings this suit to test it. The hearing will 
be held at Brattleborough on March 8, 


TO REACH THE COAL FIELDS. 

CoLUMbUS, Onio, Feb, 28.—The incorporation 
papers of the Kanawha and Western Railroad 
Company were filed to-day with the Secretary 
of State. The company is incorporrted with 
$100,000 stoek, which will be increased within 
thirty days to $5,000,000, and bonds to the 
amount of $2,000,000 will be issued. 

Theroad will be ninety miles long, running 
from London on the Little Miamiinto the Hock- 
ing Valley coal mines, connecting with the 
Kanawha and Ohio near Athens. An extension 
northwest is contemplated. The ninety miles 
will be completed, it is expected, within 
eighteen months.

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ITS OWN DBOISION REVERSED. 


THE COURT OF APPEALS AGAIN PASSES 
ON AN IMPORTANT OASE. 


The Court of Appealg has just handed down a 
decision in the suitof Roe and others, exgou- 
tors, against Strong and others, which is of 
considerable importance to holders of real 
estate in New-York and on Long Island. The 
action was begun in 1879, to compel the re- 
moval of a bridge erected by the defendants on 
Setauket Bay, connecting land owned by the 
defendants, and known as Strong’s Neck, with 
the mainiand, at a point owned by the plaint- 
iffs. The original plaintiffs belonged to the 
Floyd family, and were descended from Richard 
Floyd, who, with thirty-five others, founded 


Brookhaven in 1655. ‘The defendants’ title 

Was derived from Col. Willlum Smith, who in 

ted was Chief Justice of tle province of New- 
ork, 

The action over the bridge affected the title 
to land between high and fow water mark, to 
whieh the plaintiffs claimed title under a deed 
made by Joseph Brewster in 1768. It was 
tried three times. The plaintiffs were non- 
suited the first time. On appeal a new trial 
was ordered, in which the plaintiffs were suc- 
cessful. Then the Court of Appeals decided in 
tuvor of the defendants. \ 

The Court of Appeals basedits decision on the 
grounG that the evidence failed to show thas& 
Richard Fioyd was In possession of the Floyd 
lands prior to 1666, when the tirat charters were 
grauted by Gov. Nicolls to “New-York and 
Long Island towns, and that as to land between 
high ant low water it was necessary to show 
that the town had made agrantof such land 
prior to 1768. 

On the new trial ordered in this decision of 
the Court of Appeals the complaint was dis- 
missed. Roe & Macklin, the plaintiffs’ attor- 
neys, took the case again to the Court of Ap- 
peals and argued before it that the former 
decision of the court, if adhered to, would en- 
dangor the titles of much property in New-York 
and Brooklyn, as the titles prior to 1800 were 
imperfect and defective and it could rarely be 
shown that a grant had been made by the com- 
monalty Mm any case. Thé Court of Appedis on 
considering this point reversed its former de- 
cision and decided that the facts justified the 
presumption of a grant of the fee of the sown 
aud entitied the plaintiffs to a judgment.

Quite good fishing has been had inthe salt 
waters udjacent to this city during the. past 
week, @ surprise to the veteran fishermen and a 
joy to the small boys and anglers, who care not 
for the weather as long as there is something to 
catch.

If afew fine days occurred undoubtedly they 
would begin to take bait, as they are a hardy 
fish and stay around sometimes pretty much 
all Winter. 

Shad have been discovered as near as forty 
miles below the mouth of the Delaware and 
apparentiy do not intend to be behind the other 
fish in arriving early. Indeed. itis now only a 
few wecks before the trout season will open on 
Long Island. Every indication points to tine 
early sport. The Winter has been favorable to 
trout, and they ought to be very fat and in fine 
condition, Anglers aro now having their broken 
rods fixed up and fresh coats of varnish put on, 
while their fly books are being sent to the 
tackie dealers to be refurnished. 

Southern anglers are sending up word that 
the fishing there is excellent. The tarpon are 
not abundant yet, but a few have recently been 
seen in their favorite bays. The Pennsylvania 
lish hatchers have about 1,200,000 trout fry to 
distribute this Spring. Almost daily shipments 
of troutfry are being made from the Calado- 
nian hatohery in this State to various private 
parties all over the State. A boom in stocking 
streams with trout has started in. Lake Ontarig 
bas recently received 4,000,000 whitelish 
from the same hatchery.

WHAT MAY RESULT FROM THE ELEC- 
TRICAL INVESTIGATION. 

The State Senate Committee on Laws spent a 
comfortable day at the Hotel Metropole yes- 
terday gathering information about the uses 
and abuses of electricity. They were assisted 
by Francis W. Jones, electrician of the Postal 
Telegraph Company. The witnesses were 
Thomas Costigan, chief clerk of the District 
Attorney’s office; H. ©. Adams, New-York agent 
of an electric apparatus manbufacturing com- 
pany; George W. Hebard of Brooklyn, Pres!- 
dent of the United States Electric Light Com- 
pany and a Director of the United States Illu- 
minating Company; R. R. Bowker of Brooklyn, 
First Vice President of the Edison Uluminat- 
ing Company of this city; Dr. John T. Nagle of 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics, Jacob Hess of 


the Board of Electrical Control, Dr. Schultze 
and Clerk Reynolds of the Board of Coroners, 
aud Edward H: Johnson, a Director in several 
of the Edison companies. 

The witnesses, whose opinions were consid- 
ered of value, were asked substantially this 
series of questions by Chairman Erwin: 


What would you think of some sort of a commis- 
sion by the State to supervise electric lighting in 
the State? What would you think of its benefits? 
Would you have something like the Railroad Com- 
mission—not just like it, but with supervisory 
power! What would bo your idea in reference to 
it? Would there be any benefit to be derived by 
the people on the score of safety? 


This was President Hebard’s reply, and it is a 
fair specimen of the answers: 


I can conceive that such a commission might 
be useful, I should think that some plan by which 
some clearly-detined method should be pursued 
would be productive of good. The enactmént of a 
law would not do, because the art of electricity is 
developing too fast. Evolution is going on all the 
time, and a State comnnission composed of intelli- 
gent and unbiased experts and good business men 
might keep up with the procession. 


Director Johnson of the Edison companies 
Said: 

I think it exceedingiy important that there 
should be one authority. The authorities now are 
too manifold. The vroposed commission should be 
competent, and should not only have absolute juris- 
diction to regulate the manufacture and use of ma- 
terial for eleetrical construction in cities and towns, 
but should have authority to say who should estab- 
lish plants. 


Senator Vedder, who has been prostrated with 
the grip, sat with the committee. Senator 
Brown was present partofthe time. Taxpay- 
ers were represented by Col. George Bliss and 
Everett P. Wheeler. Senator Fassett called on 
the committee during the day. Daniel L. Gib- 
bens, ex-Subway Commissioner, was present. 
It is now said that he resigned from the Board 
of Electrical Controi in the expectation of be- 
ing appointed New-York City Commissioner 
under the proposed legislation suggested by 
yesterday’s proceedings.

Another day and nothing done; that’s the 
record of yesterday on the Stock Exchange, as 


it has been of most days lately. Room traders 
exerted themselves a little in one or two stocks 
—just enough to mako everything else on the 
list appear doubly dull. 


Some effort was made to depress the Granger 
stocks on the anuouncement of Union Pacitic’s 


January report, showing a decrease of nearly 
$200,000 in net earnings forthe month. This 
bad record was not unexpected, however. The 
recent snow blockade in the West was espe- 
cially hurtful to Union Pacific traffic for the 
time, but most of the forecasts of the compa- 
ny’s January earnings have estimated the loss 
in net earnings at twice what the official report 
shows. The company’s loss on this account 
was confined to January, and it is now semi- 
officially stated that February earnings will 
appear particularly good for the reason that 
much traffic heid back in January has been 
pushed forward during February. 


Coincident with the Union Pacific’s January 
Statement comes out Chicago, Burlington and 


Quiney’s report for the same period. It was 
better than the other was bad. It showed the 
natural tone and condition of Western railroad 
business, while the other showed the effects of 
an extraordinary and temporary interference. 
The Burlington and Quiucy’s gross earnings for 
January increased $265,000, and along with 
this enormous increase in income there was a 
cutting down of over $94,000 in operating ex- 
penses, making an increase in net earnings for 
the month of about $360,000. 


The value of this statement of a big system, 
representing as fairly as any railroad property 
ean the conditions of business in the West, is 
impressed upon every sensible observer, It 
means not merely that tratic is abundant and 
rates are profitable, but it means, too, that ex- 
travagant railroad management has given way 
to the practice of great economies—for while on 
each working day of January the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Company earned $10,000 
more than it averaged per day for the same 
period of last year, the company was able at 
the same time to handle this immensely in- 
creased traffic at a saving of $3,500 on each 
working day. It is on exhibits iike this that 
Wall-street is just now worrying iteelf into bear 
moods. It's a great oversight that an insanity 
trust has not yet been floated on the New-York 
Stock Exchange. ae

AN EMPHATIO DECLARATION 
FROM THE BENOH. 
JUDGE MANNING M. KNAPP’S ADDRESS 
TO THE RETIRING GRAND JURY— 

THE RING WILL BE CRUSHED. 


The stolid defiance with which the corrupt 
ring that hoids sway in Hudson County and 
manipulates the Legislature of New-Jer-ey 
has attsmpted to regard the published proofs 
of its rascal t- was given another telling blow 
yesterday in (h: address of Judge Manning M. 
Knapp cf the State Supreme Court to a Grand 
Jury which ho was about to dismiss. The aid- 
dregs is sig iificnnt because of its plain speak- 
ing. The Jacg: is a Democrat in politics, and 
has been slow +» speak. 

Even now Lis aldres: is a fulmination and 
bot aninstruction. But his words have all the 
weight his excelient character can give them, 
and they will make 16 more impossible than 
8ver for any self-respecting man to appear a3 
the apologist or defender of the wretches whom 
he denounces. Though he mentions only the 
ballot-box stuffers, his reference to the in- 
trenched ;}ower of the ring and bis c:mparison 
of it to the weed ring showa that he meaua 
not merely the tools but the masters in the in- 
iquity. Judge Knapp said: 

“Gentlemen, the court would have had littlo hes- 
itation at your last meeting in granting your re- 
quest to bo discharged from service, because you 
have given long and faithtul attendance here dur- 
inog the term. Of course, you auticipated why it 
Was thatthe court hesitated: at that time in dis- 
charging you. 

“The examinations of the ballot boxes in the in- 
vestigations now progressing in Trenton have dis- 
tlosed such audacious frauds at an election which 
antedated your summoning, that the court doubted 
whether it ought not toretain this Grand Jury to 
Investigate them. Properly, and in the ordinary 
course of things, you would have had that matter 
committed to you, and indeed it weuld have been 
had it come to the Knowledge of the court with any- 
thing of the clearness with which itis now pre- 
sented. 

“Kumor, at the time when you were summoned, 
was somewhat rife indicating some such condition 
of things, but ramoris such a common thing that 
it is not a ground upon which a court may act, and 
no other information at that time was brought to 
the knowlenge of the court. 

“The first.of it that appeared was in an investiga- 
tion instituted by the Circuit Judge here directing * 
an examination of some of these ballot boxes, and 
in that work, done by an officer appointed by the 
court, the first information cams to me of the 
actual condition of things. Then, for the first, the 
court was prompted, after consultation with the 
entire court, to take the matier up and put this 
Grand Jury to work upon the investigation in the 
| nec that you would have faithfully done your 

uty. 

* But just at this time the investigations by the 
Senate began and removed from our possession the 
evidence upon which this matter must have been 
investigated. In the hope that possibly that in- 
vestigation might end and return the ballot boxes, 
the court held the Grand Jurv, and at the last meet- 
ing of the Grand Jury that hope was still enter- 
tained, but now we aro quite satisfied that the pos- 
session of that evidence cannot be placed before you 
in time tomake the thorough inquiry which is de- 
manded before your legal existence Will have ter- 
minated. It is apparent to you all that on this sub- 
ject public sentiment is aroused. It is a matter 
that strikes at the very foundation of our Govern- 
ment. 

“In investigations brought before this court from 
time to time minor frauds are exposed and some- 
times punished, while they are not of such charac- 
ter as to excite the public mind, and sometimes 
even do not call forthe action of the Grand Jury, 
and thus are passed by. 

“This is wrong, because those who practice 
fraud in @ Small way soon come to believe that 
there is no point of danger anywhere in that class 
of crime, andin the end come such conditions as 
we now have before us, Let this prevail, and the 
Government established by our Constitution is at 
anend. Ne longer the people rule, but the will of 
rascals, ani We are Dot prepared to stand that! As 
Ihave said, slighter offenses are often passed by 
the Grand Jury, but there isa latent forces, a re- 
served power, in the people in this country, that is 
the protection of its institutions; it is sluggish, 
often diiticalt to arouse; 1¢ tolerates many small 
oftenses. But when the public conscience becomes 
shocked, this honest sentiment, this sense of 
justice, which is our safety, 1s awakened. Itis a 
giant, and when it takes issae with crime it does 1t 
with that force which makes the result not un- 
certain. 

“There is nO man on this Grand Jury so young as 
not to have seen one forcibleexample in the me- 
tropolis of our country. There was & man in- 
trenched in power s0 great that no one thought 
anything but death could break it. A great city 
was under his control; at his beck a great State 
yielded; at his mere word men attained fortune or 
men of power were stricken down; even the Judges 
were appointed through his influenoe, and the 
Sheriffs and their officers were appointed at his 
command. The Grand Juries, whose province alone 
it was to bring to light crime, were tnder his in- 
fluence, and so bold he grew that he flaunted in the 
face of the honest community the declaration that 
he, and not the law, wasthe ruler. You well re- 
member how this sleeping giant, this outraged 
sense of justice, aroused and, stretching its limbs, 
accepted the chaliengo, and vou remember the’ re- 
sult. He withered like a leat, he disappeared. 

“This sentiment is awakened here on this sub- 
ject; this sluggish conscience is aroused; the en- 
tire State is concerned in this matter, and feels it. 
Thore isno partisanship on this subject except 
that of honesty on the one side and dishonesty on 
the other, and the public will expect and demand 
that this subject should be thoroughly investi- 
gated; and at the next term of this court they will 
require that there shall be in your places men 
chosen who are representatives of tiat honest 
sentiment, that intelligence and courage, who will 
see to it that this class of crime shall not go un- 
punished. The court is sorry that the investiga- 
tion must be postponed until that time, but you 
will no doubt be giad to be relieved of that burden- 
some duty.”

The lease of the exclusive privilege of 


taking’ fur seals on the islands of St. Paul 
and St. George has been awarded to the 
North America Commercial Company of 
New-York and San Francisco, whose bid 


seems to have been substantially the 
highest—that is, the one from which the 


Government would derive the largest 
money return. It was less explicit, how- 
ever, than that of the Alaska Commercial 
Company, which has had the monopoly for 
the last twenty years, in respect to what 


would be done for the inhabitants of the 
islands, a point which onght not to be 
neglected. The terms of this lease give 
some idea of the enormous profits that 
must have been derived in the past from 
the seal “ fisheries,” for the amount which 
the Government is to receive will be in- 
creased from about $300,000. to fully 
$1,000,000 a year. But it is by no means 
certain that the profits of the past will 
be continued without diminution. In re- 
cent years there has been an increasing 
pumber of seals taken in the open sea 
on their way to and from the islands, 
and this poaching is a very destruct- 
‘ive process, which threatens, if not 
more effectually checked, to work a 
gradual extermination of the fur-bearing 
seal. While this lease is for a term of 
twenty years and permits the taking of 
100,000 seals annually, the question of 
protection in the open waters is still unset- 
tled, and it is a question that may prove of 
vital importance to the lessee of the Gov- 
ernment. The jurisdiction of the United 
States to prevent the catching of seals in 
Bebring Sea is not likely to be conceded by 
other nations, and whether an agreement 
' will be reaehed for accomplishing the same 
object by joint action is still uncertain. 
‘Doubtless those concerned in the new com- 
pany calculate at least on being able to 
secure 100,000 skins a year for twenty 
‘years. Ifthe outside catch is increased the 
' price is liable to be reduced, but if the gen- 
eral supply is diminished by the operation 
‘the price may come up again. In any case 
the company has a somewhat uncertain 


bargain. TTT 


Mr. Hoaq@’s bill for establishing a Depart- 
ment of Elections in this city is of doubtful 
‘expediency. It seems to contemplate the 
‘election of two Commissioners. with sal- 


aries of $5,000 a year each, who would 


be authorized to appoint a Chief of a Bureau 
of Elections at the same salary. Aside from * 
the custody of records the duties of this de- 
partment would be confined to a few weeks 
in the year, and the position of Commis- 
sioner would be almost of necessity a sine- 
cure. The department and the bureau 
would be practically the same thing, and 
its chief function would be that which 
JOHNNY O’BRIEN has exercised for several 
years without interfering with his activity 
as o political manager in the Eighth Dis- 
trict. The position of Chief of the Bureau 
under the Police Department never gave 
O’BRIEN much to do. The present arrange- 
ment seems to be somewhat anomalous, but 
it has worked very well, and'there seems to 
be no sufficient reason for creating a sep- 
arate department with nothing to do but 
provide for the elections once a year. 








The disgraceful ‘‘ difficulty” $m Washing- 
ton yesterday, in which an ex-member of 
Congress was dangerously wounded by a 
newspaper correspondent, illustrates anew 
how different are the socialstandards of the 
Southern States from those of any other 
parts of the civilized world. It is doubt- 
less true that if the correspondent who did 
the shooting had not shot the Congress- 
man, after the Cengressman had pulled 
his nose, it would have been impossible 
for him to live in Kentucky again, except 
under penalty of having his nose pulled 
by whosoever took a fancy to that exer- 
cise. But that is not a justification of the 
shooting, only an explanation. Neither is 
it desirable or dignified that a member of 
Congress should resent comments upon 
his public conduct which seem to him to 
pass the bounds of fair criticism by pull- 
ing the nose of the critic. It fact, civilized 
society is not possible unless men learn to 
put some restraint upon their angry pas- 
sions, whereas Southern society seems to 
demand of its members that they shall 
give full vent to those passions, even to 
the shedding of blodd. 








It is probably not premature to point out 
that there will be very considerable discom- 
fort experienced in the Summer wesorts this 
season by reason of a lack of ice. None of 
the caprices of our recent weather warrants 
the expectation that an ice crop can be har- 
vested in this latitude after the first of 
March. The privation will not be so se- 
verely felt in New-York or in the suburban 
resorts as in the scattered cottages and 
boarding houses of the Middle States 
near the coastin which the local supply 
has heretofore been ample. There is ice 
enough to be gathered within a reasonable 
distance amply to repay any enterprising 
person who should send vessels after it, and 
should thereatter dispose of it to stock the 
icehouses now empty within a hundred 
miles of New-York. 








A BAD PARTY POLICY. 
No political party can hope for popular 


confidence or continued support if it shows 
a willingness to benefit by frauds upon the 
ballot box and an unwillingness to support 
measures to secure fair and honest elec- 
tions. The Democrats of New-Jersey seem 
to be showing a disposition to take pre- 
cisely that position. The investigation 
that has been going on for some weeks at 
Trenton into the election of Senator Mc- 
DONALD has revealed the most reckless and 
infamous election frauds in Hudson Coun- 


ty, and as they reflect chiefly upon Demo- 


cratic management in Jersey City and 
Hoboken, every honest man in the party 
ought to be ready to denounce them and to 


demand the punishment of those concerned 


in them, and to favor legislation that would 
render their repetition impossible. In the 
long run—and not a very long run either— 
the party is sure to suffer by condoning 
such infamous practices and allowing them 


to continue. But the present indications 
are that the Democrats in the Legislature 
will resist the adoption of measures to put 
a stop to them. 

These evils are of long standing, and two 
years ago, when both branches of the Legis- 


lature were controlled by the Republicans, 


laws were passed to remedy them, but last 
year, when the Democrats were in control, 
they were repealed. Now the Senate is 


Republican and the Assembly Democratic. 


The former body has already re-enacted the 


most important of these laws and the ex- 
pectation seems to be that the Democratic 
majority in the Assembly will oppose their 
passage. This will be a serious mistake. 


No personal registration of voters is re- 


quired even in the most pepulous cities of 
New-Jersey ; one party is allowed a practical 
control of the beards of election officers in 
each district, and the polls are kept open 
until 7 o’clock in the evening. The con- 
sequence of a lack ofsystematic registration 
is that many names of non-residents or of 
deceased or fictitious persons are found 
onthe voting lists, and the way is open 
for fraudulent voting and repeating. The 
partisan character of the election boards, 
where dishonest men obtain control, leads 
to fraudulent voting and false counting, 
such as has been exposed by the Trenton 
investigation. Keeping the polls open un- 
til after dark obviously facilitates all the 
evil practices of which complaint is made. 
What the Republicans in the New-Jersey 
Legislature propose is a thorough registra- 
tion of legal voters every year, an equal 
division of the election officers between the 
two parties, and the closing of the polls at 
sunset. 

No honest citizen who favors purity of 
elections, as every honest citizen must, 
can object to these measures. They are, 
manifestly, not in the interest of one party, 
unless itis admitted that the other party 
profits by fraud. Registration will not 
prevent any legal voter from exercising 
his right, but it is calculated to confine 
voting to those who have the right. An 
equal division of election officers is de- 
manded by common fairness. No majority 
has the right, to control elections, but they 
should be conducted with an impartial re- 
gard for every voter. A member of the 
minority has the same right of represen- 
tation on a board that conducts elec- 
tions as a member of the majority. The 
closing of the polls before dark is in the 
interest of honest elections and can work 
to the disadvantage of no party’that does 
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protection of the right of suffrage and 
the purity of the ballot box cannot be 
made a party question without branding 
the party that opposes them with an 
avowed determination to resort to fraud 
and falsify the results of elections. Ata 
time when the best hope of the Democratic 
Party isin winning the support of the re- 
form sentiment of the country there could 
be no worse or more surely fatal policy 
than that of opposition to measures to se- 
cure fair and honest elections. 

Another measure passed by the New-Jer- 
sey Legislature in 1888 and repealed last 
year, the re-enactment of which is proposed 
by the Republicans, took from the Sheriffs 
of counties the power to select juries and 
lodged it in a commission appointed for the 
purpose. The reason fer this is the abuse 
of that power, especially in Hudson Coun- 
ty, for the protection of those guilty of 
election frauds. With a corrupt political 
“boss” like ‘“‘Bos” Davis in the office of 
Sheriff it is made impossible to secure the 
punishment of -such offenders, because 
juries are so made up and controlled as to 
prevent that result. This is certainly a 
gross evil, but whether it justifies taking 
the power of selecting juries from the Sher- 
iffs depends on whether the evil can- 
not be remedied by a less radical 
measure. If election frauds can be 
prevented or made insignificant, not 
only will the question of punishing 
them become less important, but it will 
be easier to elect honest Sheriffs who will 
not abuse their official power. These New- 
Jorsey evils are an obstacle to securing bal- 
lot reform in that State, because itis said 
that so long as election officers are dis- 
honest and frauds are made easy by a lack 
of registration, by partisan election boards, 
and by receiving votes after dark, no sys- 
tem of balloting will prevent a falsification 
of the result. Butif the proper safeguards 
were provided for the ballot box, including 
the reform method of voting, it would be- 
come a matter of much less importance 
how juries -wereselected. Offenders against 
the election laws would become few, be- 
cause their opportunities would be taken 
away. 

Now,.the Democrats of New-Jersey or of 
any other State cannot afford to bring upon 
themselves the scandal and the odium of 
defending election frauds and outrages 
upon the right of suffrage by opposing 
measures the plain purpose of which is to 
secure to every legal voter the opportunity 
to cast his ballot according to his own 
choice and to have it honestly counted, 
and to prevent the will of the people from 
being defeated by fraudulent voting and 
false counting. Honest men of all parties 
should be agreed upon this point, and there 
could be no worse policy for a party than 
to avow itself by its action to be hostile to 
pure elections. Sucha policy would be es- 
pecially ruinous to the Democratic Party 
at this time, for it must depend for its 
chance of regaining power upou winning 
the support of men who are favorable to 


reform in electoral methods as well as in 
matters of legislation and administration. 








KANSAS WANTS MEXICAN ORES. 

It is curious that a most vigorous protest 
against the proposed exclusion of the Mexi- 
cem silver-lead fluxing ores by a prohibit- 
ory tariff duty should come from Kansas, 
a State to which the advocates of the so- 
called protective policy have looked with 
confidence for the unquestioning support 


of a great majority of its voters. It is true, 
nevertheless, that the Board of Trade of 
Kansas City (Kan.,) has passed resolutions 
in which the Senators and Representatives 


of that State “are earnestly requested to 


use every effort in their power to secure 
free interchange of the ores of Mexico and 
the corn of Kansas,” and are told that “a 
prohibitory duty on ores would seriously 


affect the manufacturing and agricultural 


interests” of the Commonwealth. 

The members of this Board of Trade have 
discovered that Kansas is directly and 
deeply interested in this question as to the 
admission of the Mexican silver-lead ores. 


They show that two-thirds of tho silver- 


lead ores imported in 1888 ‘‘came to the 
Argentine Smeltingand Refining Company, 
a Kansas institution,” and that in thus tak- 
ing these ores the State ‘“‘consumed about 


one-fifth of the entire imports from Mexico 
into the United States.” At this time Kan- 


sas has on hand an enormous quantity of 
corn from last year’s crop, and owing to the 
large supply at home and the lack of for- 
eign demand the farmers can getonly 15 


cents a bushel for it. Secretary WINDOM’s 
instructions, by which the imports of silver- 
lead ore were cut down one-half, and the 
avowed purpose of the Ways and Means 
Committee to impose the prohibitory duty 
demanded by the Colorado Carbonate Ring, 
have caused the Mexican Government to 
retaliate by imposing on American corn a 
duty of 28 cents a bushel, which is equal to 
an ad valorem rate of more than 185 per 
cent. upon the value of the corn in 
Kansas. It is stated that in the Mexi- 
can State of Chihuahua the Kansas 
City Smelting and Refining Company uses 
daily in and about its mines 5,000 mules. 
To these animals it has heretofore fed 
Kansas corn, but now the duty of 28 cents 
a bushel compels the purchase of Mexican 
corn at a price about equal to that of the 
Kansas corn duty paid. ‘‘The removal of 
the present Mexican duty of J, cent per 
pound, or 28 cents per bushel, on Kansas 
corn,” says this Board of Trade te Senators 
PLuMB and INGALLS and the several Repre- 
sentatives, ‘‘ would tend largely to relieve 
the present oversupply of corn. We think 
Kansas should make u strong fight for free ore, 
which is building such a great interest 
among us.” 

We should like to direct the attention of 
the Kansas City (Kan.,) Board of Trade to 
certain passages in a letter signed by S. 
B. ConovER and published in the Sun on 
the 18th of last November. The writer of 
the letter appears to have been moved 
deeply by Mr. WinpDom’s failure to grant 
all that had been asked by the owners of 
the Colorado Carbonate mines and their 
associates, There were in this letter and 
others on the same subject indications that 
he enjoyed their friendship and confidence. 
Here is one of the passages: 


“TIT wish to go baok to the political struggle of 
last year, when the Republican National Com- 


mittee was in hard straits for money with which 





to carry on its campaign. I was in Denver 
when appeals camethere from Chairman QUAY 
asking forhelp. The agent who was sent to 
Denver by the National Committee was told by 
leading men there that they would contribute 
heartily if they could have any assurance that 
President HARRISON, if elected, would give 
them @ protective tariff Administration, and 
instanced the Mexiean lead-ore ruling as the 
outrage of which they complained under Presi- 
agent CLEVELAND’S Administration. Assurances 
were afler several days given to them that if HaR- 
RISON was elected the ruling would be reversed, 
and that the department would carry out the 
strict protection interpretation of the law. 

“I know that these assurances came from 
Indianapolis, because I saw the letters. That 
they did not come from Gen. HaRRISON is true, 
but theycame from men who were authorized to 
speak and act for himin other matters pertain- 
ing to the campaign, and if he was misrepre- 
sented by them it was a political bunko game 
by which he should have felt himself bound. 
Over $100,000 was raised for the Presidential 
campaign on the strength of these pledges, - In 
Montana, Utah, Seuth Dakota, Nevada, and 
Washington Iam told that funds were raised 
on the same pledge.” 

In the same letter Mr. CoNOVER speaks 
of another promise, Henry C. Payne of 
Milwaukee, he says, was Chairman of a 
sub-committee appointed to take charge of 
the Republican canvass in the four new 
States, and was told by Representative 
CARTER of Montana, then a candidate for 
Congress, that the State could not be car- 
ried unless a promise should be given that 
the ruling should be reversed. Mr. Cono- 
VER continued: 

““Mr, PAYNE stated to Mr. CARTER and to Col. 
W. F. SAUNDERS, the leader of the Republican 
Party in the State, that he was authorized by 
President HARRISON to say that the Treasury 
Department wouldin due time make a protec- 
tion ruling by which all silver-bearing lead ores 
imported into this country would be required 
to pay duty on the lead contents, (110 cents per 
pound,) as the law prescribes shall be paid on 
lead ore and dross. There is no qnestion that 
this pledge was passed to the voters of Mon- 
tana. Both Mr. CARTER and Col. SAUNDERS 
have so stated in letters written to friends in 
the East, and both are indignant that the ruling 
made by Secretary WINDOM should be a mere 
makeshift and evasion. The entire fight of Re- 
publicans in Montana was made on this issue. 
Everything else was discussed in the papers 
which goes to make up a political contest, but 
it was the quiet work of CARTER and SAUNDERS 
in letting this pledge of the Administration be 
known that enabled the Republicans to have 
even the slightest chance of carrying the 
Btate.” 

lt seems to us that the members ef the 
Kansas City (Kan.) Board of Trade will 
find Mr. CONOVER’s statements suggestive, 
to say the least. Perhaps they will find 
it expedient to inquire about those letters 
from Indianapolis, those pledges to certafn 
“leading men” of Colorado, the mission 
and authority of Mr. PAYNE, and the let- 
ters of those with whom that gentleman is 
said to have conferred in Montana. It is 
understood that the subordinates of Mr. 
WINDoOM did what they could to secure a 
reversal of the ruling, but it has been 
shown that the Secretary was bound by the 
terms of a decision recently made by him- 
self with respect to another matter. If our 
friends in Kansas shall find that the 
pledges and promises mentioned above 
were really made, they will not be sur- 
prised, we are sure, if their protest shall 
have no weight with the Ways and Means 
Cemmittee and the Republican majority in 
Congress. 











THE BLACKS IN OKLAHOMA, 
The proceedings of -the colored inhabit- 
ants of Oklahoma and the apprehension 
those proceedings have excited among the 
white settlers are calculated to give rise to 
serious reflections upon the part of several 


statesmen. Senator BUTLER, who proposed 


to organize a scheme of assisted . emigra- 
tion for the purpose of diffusing the African 
population, has now an opportunity of wit- 
nessing the resulte of a migration which 


appears to have been organized and con- 
ducted by the blacks exclusively on their 
own account. Senator INGALLS, in hisrant- 
ing speech on Senator BUTLER’S proposi- 
tion, after showing thaf' blacks and whites 
had never been able to live together on 


equal terms, and after intimating that it 
was quite impossible for them to do so, 
concluded by inconsistently insisting that 
the experiments of political and secial 
equality should be tried at the expense of 


the whites of those communities in which 
the blacks are in the numerical majority 
asa matter of justice. Now, the blacks, it 
appears, are preparing themselves to try 
the experiment, not merely of the equality, 


but of the supremacy of their race, and to 


try it upon the borders of Senator INGALLS’s 
own State. What he would regard as an 
interesting study in ethnological politics 
while it was confined to South Carolina 


and Massachusetts, the Senator from Kan- 


gas may regard from a different point of 
view when it is undertaken in Oklahoma. 
The legal right of the blacks to organize 
for the advancement ot their race, and for 
the advancement of it by giving all the 
public offices to its own members, is indis- 
putable. The secret society of negroes 
which has undertaken this work in Okla- 
homa has a candidate ef its own for the 
Governorship of the Territory, whose claims 
will be urged upon the President, exclu- 
sively upon the score of his race. It is not 
to be expected, and as a matter of fact it is 
not expected, by the blacks of Oklahoma, 
that this candidacy will be _ successful, 
butitis expected, and the expectation is 
reasonable, that it will unite the blacks of 
the Territory in acompact political body, of 
which the object is the advancement of 
their own race at the expense of the white 
race. The leaders and spokesmen of the 
mevement make no secret of their inten- 
tion. The organization to which it is com- 
mitted is declared to be bound by an oath 
of ‘eternal enmity to the white race.” 
One of their orators told his hearers that 
they must ‘‘compel the white man to accept 
them at his table, in his home, and in his 
bed.” Inthe schools they propose to have 
negro teachers alone, and to compel the at- 
tendanceof the whites upon colored schools 
under penalty of having noschooling at all. 
Of course it would be easy tc overrate the 
significance of talk of this kind, even when 
it is backed up by an oath-bound organiza- 
tion. But the tendency of white people is 
to the other danger of not taking it 
seriously enough, and ef dismissing it as 
ambitious African rhetoric. The history of 
Hayti and the history of South Carolina 
during the period of reconstruction agree 
in showing that the programme adapted by 
the blacks in Oklahoma may actually be 
enforced, and ita enforcement would de- 








stroy civilization as it has destroyed civil- 
ization wherever it has been undertaken— 
that is to say, wherever the descendants of 
Africans have been numerous and powerful 
enough to override the descendants of 
Europeans. In every country in whioh that 
has happened it has become impossible for 
a white man to live in peace. A reasonable 
fear that this may happen in some Southern 
States is at the bottom of Senator BUTLER’s 
plan so to diffuse the negro population that 
it will nowhere be in a majority that 
seriously threatens to attain the control of 
the community. 

The apprehension does not seem to be 
reasonable that the blacks will be able to 
attain such a control in the Territory of 
Oklahoma. They have neither the mental 
nor the material resources required to or- 
ganize an immigration on such a scale as 
could bring this about. But whatis nota 
reasonable expectation merely, but an ac- 
complished fact, is the presence in parts of 
the Territory of blacks in such numbers as 
to hold possession of the local political di- 
visions and of the local political muchinery. 
Moreover, their presence there has been 
brought about by an organized movement, 
of which the exclusive possession of that 
machinery is @ main object. It would not 
be at all wonderful if their control of parts 
of the Territory were so complete that 
white men of an intelligence or an enter- 
prise superior to those of the blacks could 
not livein the region thus controlled, and 
their banishment would be the banishment 
of all hope of civilization and of progress. 
If the black population could be distributed 
evenly over the United States it would not 
constitute a social or a political danger. 
Butan exclusively or overwhelmingly negro 
settlement in any part of the country is, to 
all intents and purposes, a camp of savages. 








THE SIGNAL OFFICE. 

The pending bill to transfer the Weather 
Bureau from the War Department to the 
Agricultural Department finds supporters 
in the army and even in the Signal Office 
itself. The attitude of Gen. GREELY on 
this subject forms a contrast with that of 
his predecessor, Gen. HAZEN, who was for 
magnifying his office and enlarging its 
seope. Gen. GREELY favors reducing the 
personnel and the expenditures of the Sig- 
nal Corps, while it is also from his state- 
ments that some of the strongest argu- 
ments are derived for separating the weath- 
er work of the Signal Bureau from its mili- 
tary work and transferring the former to 
another branch of the Government service. 
The Agricultural Department is pitched 
upon for this purpose by general consent. 
There might indeed be grounds for giving 
the weather work, or a share of it, to other 
departments. The Interior Department, 
for example, might claim it by virtue of its 
broad geographical jurisdiction and its von- 
trol of sundry other scientific operations of 
the Government. But itis generally admit- 
ted that the newest of the departments will 


have plenty of room for the Weather Bureau 
independently of the close relation between 
the weather and farm work and the crops. 
Its lecation in the War Department has 
been due to the existence there of a trained 
force of signal officers and men, under a 
distinct organization, possessing also mili- 
tary telegraph lines, which were brought 
into use. The Signal Corps was gradually 
built up by Jegislation to a force of about 
500 enlisted men, including 180 Sergeants 


and Corporals, commanded by a sufficient 


number of commissioned officers, and with 
the head of the corps a Brigadier General. 
In addition, there was a body of civilian 


officers and employes, mostly stationed at 


the central office in Washington, where 
also were more than a third of the enlisted 
men, employed mostly as writers, printers, 
and so op. The others were scattered as 
observers through the country. 


A large reduction has of late years been 


effected inthis military force, one act bring- 
ing down the maximum of enlisted men to 
320. Alittle more than a year ago Gen. 
GREELY advocated a further reduction by 


making the number of privates only 50 in- 


stead of 1%, increasing the number of 


Corporals from 30 to 50, while the Sergeants 
were to remain the same, at 125. The rank 
of the commissioned officers was at the 
same time to be increased and more civilian 


observers added. But the present legisla- 


tion would first put the whole weather 
work, which is essentially civilian, into a 
civilian department. Exactly how the 
question would present itself on the side of 


expense isnot quite clear, because there 


would have to be a complete reorganization 
both of the Weather Bureau and of the 
Signal Corps, and much at first would be 
experimental. The pay proper of enlisted 
men, even when non-commissiened officers, 
is not large, but it must be remembered that 
Sergeantsand Corporals of the Signal Corps 
get the same pay as those of the Engineer 
Corps, which is much higher than that of 
the line in the same grades, while the 
various commutations for maintenance of 
all sorts, the longevity increases, and the 
retired pay are to be reckoned in con- 
sidering the difference in the expense of a 
purely civilian bureau. 

Secretary LINCOLN was for making a fur- 
ther reduction in expense by also abolish- 
ing the Signal Corps on its military side, 
after transferring, the Weather Bureau else- 
where. ‘“ Military § signaling,” he once 
wrote inacommunication to the Senate 
Military Committes, “ or the conveyance of 
military orders or intelligence by telegraph 
or flag signals, is not a proper object for the 
existence of a bureau of the War Depart- 
ment. A single staff officer on the staff of 
the Commanding General of the army could 
easily supervise thé issuance to company 
commanders of proper code books and 
amendments to thera, The actual work of 
signaling must always be done by actual 
soldiers, and enough of them in every com- 
mand are now, ani will probably always 
be, instructed in this very simple work.” 
Gen. GREELY, however, meets such reason- 
ing by facts and figures to show the great 
lack of signal instruction and practice 
throughout the army. He finds, in fact, 
that, as Secretary ?RocToR puts it, in quot- 
ing from him, the condition of signai in- 
struction through@ut the army is now “ at 
the lowest ebb ever known.” Gen. GREELY 
also says that the 12en of his own corps are 
retrosrading in their military dutics, so 





engrossed are they in their weather work. 
Such testimony will probably stimulate the 
desire to have this work transferred else- 
where in order that the Signal Corps officers 
may then be assigned, with small details of 
trained men, to instruct the scheols of 
application and the larger garrisoned posts. 


We notice a disposition to censure Mr. 
Burrows of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee for his attempt to suppress the testimony 
of the gentlemen who sought to convince 
the committee, a few days ago, that 
the duties on cutlery and guns were al- 
ready high enough. It appears that an- 
other Republican member of the committee 
was constrained to interfere for the pro- 
tection of the witnesses from Mr. Bur- 
ROwS’s rude and even brutal expressions of 
impatience and disapproval. But those 
who are unable tocommend Mr. BuRRows’s 
attitude do not remember, perhaps, that he 
has imposed upon himself a great task and 
that he naturally objects te proceedings 
that censume his time and that of his asso- 
ciates when he longs to be using it in pur- 
suance of his purpose. He has set out to 
induce the committees to put on the free list 
all goods produced by manufacturers who 
have entered combinations to suppress com- 
petition. Thatis to say, we suppose that this 
is his task, for he made proclamation to 
that effect before the beginning of the com- 


‘mittee’s hearings. It is true that he has said 


nothing about it since at any of the public 
meetings, and therefore we assume that his 
work is done when the committee is sitting 
with closed doors. If this assumption be 
well founded he may feel impatient when 
the committee spends any time in hearing 
additional witnesses in public session. We 
await with some curiosity the results of 
Mr. Burrows’s labors in behalf of the peo- 
ple and against the combinations. 








Twenty years’ service in one grade 
should certainly entitle an army officer 
who is still very far from the top to some 
improvement in his lot, and the House Mil- 
itary Committee has wisely approved the 
bill to give such an officer hereafter the 
pay and emoluments of the grade above. 
The measure does not apply te those who 
are above the rank of Colonel, and it will 
be chiefly beneficial to those who are still 
Lieutenants or Captains. The inequality 
which this measure seeks partially to re- 
pair in individual cases is largely caused 
by the fact that promotion by seniority is 
not applied to the cases of subalterns, or, 
in other words, that on the promotion of a 
Captain to be Major the First Lieutenant 
of his own company, instead of the rank- 
ing First Lieutenant throughout the infan- 
try, the cavalry, or the artillery, as the 
case may be, gets the vacancy. So it is 
with the Second Lieutenants, In the artil- 
lery there is also a surplus of, First Lieu- 
tenants. Accordingly, while some officers 
get their Captainecies after a total commis- 
sioned service of perhaps ten or twelve 
years, others labor along as First Lieuten- 
ants for more than twenty years. In like 
manner there are Captains who have gone 
twenty years without promotion. The 
present bill seeks at least to give increased 
pay, and so to remedy a portion of the in- 
justice done to such officers. A similar bill 
was passed by the House in the last Con- 
gress, and the present one should be acted 
upon with sufticient promptness to allow 
the Senate time to concur in it. 








The approach of Spring is apt to bring more 


or less uneasiness in regard to war prospects 
in Europe, and occasionally this takes the 
form of direct alarms. So many campaign- 
ing seasons, however, have come and gone 
without disturbance of the peace of the 
Continent that perhaps only on the theory 
that ‘“‘itisthe unexpected that happens” 
need any anxiety on this score be felt for 
1890. There are some signs of petty dis- 


turbance in the Balkans, where plotting 
against Prince FERDINAND seems to go on 
without much intermission; and in the 
latest affair it isalleged that sundry Rus- 
sian officials have been implicated. Russia 
is said to have made, also, a demand for the 


payment of 3,000,000 rubles, due her for 


expenses incurred in maintaining an armed 
force in Eastern Roumelia, after the treaty 
of Berlin antlin accordance with that treaty. 


Still, to demand this payment of the Govern- 
ment at Sofia sesms to imply assent to the 


political union of Eastern Roumelia and 
Balgaria. The best sign of peace, perhaps, is 
the fact that the German Government has 
taken up the labor problem for the im- 


mediate future, which it would hardly do 


unless it expected 1890 to be a year of 
peace.

The Agassiz Association held the second day 
of its annual convention yesterday at.9 Uni- 
versity-plave. Each of the ten chapters in this 


eity was represented and a few delegates were 
present from the various New-England chapters. 


In the assemblage were: Prof. Harlan H. 
Ballard of Pittsfield, Mass., President of the 
association, who founded the society in 1874; 
Jerome Allen; the Rev. L. H. Lighthipe, Prest- 
dent of the New-Jersey Assembly; Dr. C. H. 


Busnong, President of the New-York Assembly; 
Prot. J. 8. Newberry of Columbia College, G. £. 
Kunz of the New-York Mineralogical Club, 
Prot. C. H. A. Bicerenners of the Astor Library, 
Prof. N. L. Britton of Columbia College, and 
Prof. A. 8. Bickmore. 

The session began with an experimental lect- 
ure on natural science by Prof. J. F. Woodhull, 
in the — of a class of young women from 
the College for the Training of Teachers.

Nothingis treated slight- 
ingly, and the old-style works, such as ‘‘Un Ballo 
in Maschera,” have been given with the same 
fidelity as the mighty masterpieces now !u 
course of performance. We may find fault with 
the loud talking of the stockholders at times, 
but we must remember that their money talks 
more loudly than they do in the elevating and 
ennobling art which they make accessible to us.

POSSART AND CLAAR-DELIA, 

At the Amberg Theatre “ Emilia Galotti” has 
been the most important play of this week:

There is hardly a play on the German stage 
which holds its own so thoroughly as this work, 
produced by Lessing in the strongest period of 
his career. As a playwright Lessing’s fame be- 
gaa in 1755 with the appearance at Frankfort 
of ‘‘ Miss Sara Sampson,” founded on the novels 
of the day published in England. ‘*‘ Minna von 
Barnhelm,” athoroughly German play, followed 


many years later, and is at present the best 


kno wn to students of the language in America 
and Engiand. ‘‘ Emilia Galotti’ was sketched 
out as early as 1756, whilst Lessing was at 
Leipsic and had turned his attention to classic 
examples. The first idea was the story 
of the Roman maiden Virginia, whom 
her father slew in order to protect 
her from the designs of a tyrant 
In 1772, when the finished play appeared at 
Brunswick, the central idea was the same, but 
the scene was Italy of the late Middle Ages. 
French influence may still count for something 
in it, but itis free from the narrowness of that 
infiuenee. The restless, many-sided author had 
then accepted his position as librarian at Wolf- 
enbiittel, and was forty-toree years old. He 
was ae very famous, and the play added 
yet more glory to a reputation won as much by 
his essays as a critic of antique art and the 
stage as by his poems and pleces for ths 
theatre. 

In * Emilia Galotti,” instead of the Roman 
decemvir, we have Prince Hector Gonzaxa, 
whois a libertine and uses the ollices of his 
Chamberlain, Marinelli, to get Emilla in 
his power, while reserving to bimself the right 
to denounce his creature for any case of aggra- 
vated cruelty. On the morning of Emilia’s wed- 
ding with Count Appiani the Prince manages 
to get an interview with her at mass, but the 
spies of his mistress, Countess Orsina, have re- 
ported his movements to that light dame, and 
the result is to turn herinto a dragon. Mari- 
nelli arranges that robbers shall attack the 
coach of the newly-wedded pair near the gates 
of one of the pleasure houses of the Prince; his 
own people then rush to the rescue and bear the 
bride within. Butin the skirmish Count Appi- 
ani is killed, and when the bride’s father cowes 
to claim his daughter she is vot only compro- 
mised, but Marinelli has suggestel to the 
Prince that father and daughter shail be kept 
apart and under guard until the real ciroum- 
stances of the skirmish can be determined. The 
father, witn ditticulty, secures an interview 
with his daughter, and, at her supplication, to 
spare her the crime of suicide, plunges a dag- 
gerinher side. Thisdagger is given him by 
the injured mistress of the Prince, who arrives 
opportunely on the scene to disentangle Marinel- 
ll’s plot and warn the father of the fate awatt- 
ing his onild. 

* Emilia Galotti” is thus a very moving play, 
full of points an actor canselze, The weakness 
of the plot lies in the faet, only revealed by 
Emilia in the last act, that she has been spared 
by the Prince any act of dishonor, while he is 
completely in love with her and therefore dis- 
posed to treat her honestly. This makes the 
slaughter of Emilia somewhat forced, fer tbere 
would always be time for killing when it was 
proved that the Prince meant dishonor. He at 
once is too gentile a villian to warrant *uch a 
punishment as is meted out to him, and she 
too noble and resolved a character to slay her- 
self or ask to be siain unless she were dishoa- 
ored. With Virginia the case was different. 
Appius Claudius was in love with Virginia and 
caused a Viliian toswear that she wus not the 
daughter of Virginius at ali, go that the iatter, 
finding she was to be appropriated as a slave, 
killed her to save himself and her from dis- 


honor. 

In facial expression, in the ability to express 
fawning, siiulated resentment, and concealed 
triumph with back and arms, Ernst Possart 
was a Marinelli of excellent worth. His great 
part is the meeting with Countess Orsina, when 
the latter enters in order to discover who tue 
woman is the Prince is comforting at the pleas- 
ure house. Yet in this scene and that between 
Oraina and the father it was rather Mme. Ciaar- 
Delia who bore away the palm. She knows the 
part welland plays it admirably, She looks 
the Italian woman of opulent charms, and 
counterfeits the rage of just such a person to 
perfection. Friulein Leitnner made a passable 
Emilia Galotti, but Herr Kierschner as Edoardo 
Galotti, the father, was a sere trial with his gro- 
teequely-made-up face, his bellowing and wood- 
en motions. Herr Kriiger as Prince Gonzaga 
was about as effective as a stuffed pincushion, 
which he resembled in his plush coats and bad- 
ly-filled stockings. Herr Rank as the hired 
bravo, Angelo, was a veritable Mr. Hyde, who 
crawled about the stage to the intense delight 
ot the galleries. But with Herr Possart and 
Mme. Claar-Delia so well suited to their parts 
the performance was indeed a success, and the 
enthusiasm of the audieuce well authorized and 
well carned.

BANK WRECKERS SCORED 


WHE GRAND JURY ADVOCATES 
STRIOTER LAWS. 
PLAIN FACTS PUT IN A VERY PLAIN 
WAY—MEYER ON THE WARPATH— 
PELL LOOKING FOR BONDSMEN. 


When the Grand Jury came in yesterday aft- 

ernoon, after a long session, Foreman J. Law- 
rence McKeever had a presentment to read to 
the court upon the bank-wrecking cases. Among 
other things it said: . 
' “* While it would be manifestly prejudicial to the 
interests of public justice to divulge the startling 
facts proved in the investigation which has re- 
sulted in the finding of indictments against some of 
the guilty parties, yet the Grand Jury feejs it a 
auty, vy this presentment, to call the attention of 
the court to some of the evils which in its opinion 
made the disasters possible. 

**Itis clear that, had there existed a proper pro- 
vision of law prohibiting the transfer of a majorit 
of the capital stock in a banking institution, excep 
upon due notice tothe minority of stockholders, 
andalso to tne depositors aud 8 other persots 
dealing with the institution, the calamitous resuite 

ollowing the transfer of the controlling interest in 
the Sixth National Bank would not have been occa- 
sioned, and the Grand Jury condemns the action 
ofthe President of that bank in selling out,at an 
enormous profit, by negotiations con — in a 
secret manner, and in a most unbusinessiike and 
‘unusual way his controlling oo therein to 
‘parties as to whose financial standing or business 
Yespectabiiity he had no sutticient knowledge. No 
less censurable was the like action by the stock- 
holders of the Lenox Hill Bauk in giving over to 
the representatives of the same combination the 
YWanagement of that bank. 

“In this latter Senasnorion it has further ap- 
‘peared that upon the application to them for the 
‘gale of the majority of the capital stock of the 
Lenox Hill Bank, the President and Vice President 
respectively formed & 60-called syndicate, and as its 
agents obtained from their fellow-stockholders 
autnority to sell theirstock at a stated figure, and 
80, having the transaction in their own hands, ob- 
tained a nearly double price for the syndicate stock 
aud retained the difference; and the Grand Jur 
regrets that owing to the sweeping authority an 
lack of specific directions attending the nexotia- 
thons, these bank officiels have escaped criminal 
prosecution for their manifestly dishonorable and 
fraudulent acts. 

“So startling and audacious were the acts of the 
ersons who destroyed for the time being the stand- 
ng and usefulness of the banks that it is aifhoult 

to attribute the cause to any one act or characte 

of operation, but in addition to obtaining contro. 

therein, the subsequent overcertification of cheeks, 
at the direction and for the benefit of the combina- 
tion, was the approximate, and, by reason of the 
discovery of their methods, the actual cause, 

“The boldness and recklessness with which 
checks for amounts in excess of the amount of the 
entire capital stock of the Lenox Hill ¥ Equita- 
ble Banks were certified against credits represent- 
ing paltry sams of money needs no comment, un- 
less it be the surprising truth that under the laws 
of this State such acts of overcertification consti- 
tute no criminal! offense. 

“*Under the laws epacted cy § Congress for the 
regulation of nationa! banking institutions it is un- 
lawful for any officer, clerk, or agent of any such 
association to certify any checks drawn upon the 
association unless the person or company drawing 
the check has on deposit with the association at the 
time such check is certified an amount of money 
equal to the amount certified in such check. The 
Grand Jury urges upon the court the necessity of 
immediate enactment by the State Legislature of a 
law providing for the punishment of reckless cer- 
tification by the officers and clerks of State bank- 
ing institutions. 

“The Grand Jury is of the opinion that at the 
present time the statutes of this State are deficient 
in respectto the management and supervision. of 
State bauks, particularly in providing no proper 
criminal remedy against fraudulent and — 
acts, operating to the damage of banks and deposit- 
ors. The statates of.the United States, on the con- 
trary, fix far more clearly the criminal remedies 
against like acts affecting banking associations 
formed under the Federal law. 

“ We therefore recommend that so far as appli- 
cable to State institutions, the Jaws of Congress be 
adopted by our State Legislature, and, in addition, 
we recommend that laws be passed to prevent the 
evasion of the statute requiring proof of the pay- 
ment of capital stock of banking corporations 
before the beginning of business, and also to pre- 
vent the evasion of the statate requiring Directors 
to be the actual owners of ten shares of the capital 
stock, also to require Directors to qualify immedi- 
aeate upon their election by filing a proper oath of 
office. 

“The Grand Jury also recommends that a statute 
be passed by the Legislature providing that when- 
ever the moneys, funds, or properties of any bank- 
ing or moneyed corporation are disposed of by an 
otticer, or at his direction, in a manner contrary to 
the ordinary methods of business, or whenever any 
transactions resulting in any disposition of its 
moneys, funds, or property shall notjbe at once reg- 
wiarly entered in its books, such officer shall be 4 
presumed guilty of criminal misappropriation ot 
such moneys, tunds, or property, within the mean- 
ing of Section 628 of the Penal Code, and that the 
burden shall thereupon rest upon such officer of 
rebutting such presumption.”’ 

After the presentment had been read Judge 
Martine said be thought the public was to be con- 
gratulated upon the manner in which the Grand 
Jury had carried on its inquiry. There was a 
necessity for legislation in regard to bank 
affairs and, in the opinion of the court, the 
Grand Jury had suggested the proper line of 
euch legislation and the proper method for 
remedying the evils which had recently been 
brought to light. 

“T shall see, gentlemen,” the Judge con- 
tinued, “that a copy of your presentment is 
forwarded to the Governor of the State, and 
also to the Chairmen of the proper committees 
of the Legislature. There may be more to be 
done here, and perbaps with more time you 
would have liked to go furtberin yourinvestiga- 
tion. I shall not leave the matter here. I] shall 
have a conference with the Assistant District 
Attorneys who have had charge of it. It neces- 
sary the same subject of inquiry will be con- 
tinued by the next Grand Jury.” 

Besides investigating the bank cases the Grand 
Jury found 206 indictments and dismissed 76 
complaints. 

siegmund T. Meyer visited the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions yesterday in a state of wrath. He 
had been summoned before the Grand Jury on 


Thursday and a newspaper had chronicled that 
he had been seen talking with George H. Pell, 
who was looking for bail. Mr. Meyer, in search- 
ing for the reporter who had written the state- 
ment, yesterday passed through the court room 
where Judge Cowing was hearing motions to 
the reporters’ room. Then he began abusing 
the press in general, emphasizing his remarks 
with a fistic attack on the table. He made so 
much poise about it that two court officers 
rushed in to prevent further disturbance of the 
proceedings in court, where Meyer’s remarks 
were plainly heard. 

The court officers met Meyer coming out of the 
door with the assistance of one of the Lbews- 

aper men. Meyeris the father of Philip L 
Sarek who wanted to go on Pell’s bond. 

Pell failed to secure sufficient bail yesterday 
and went back to his cell in the Tombs at night. 
One bondsman was ready to justify for half of 
the amourt of the bail, but no other satisfactory 
bondsMan appeared.

He could give no informa- 
tion of a positive nature. 

Charles W. Wetmore, legal adviser for Charles 
H. Leland, said that if the pending arrange- 
ments reached a successful conclusion the 
transfer would take place some time next week. 
Until then he must refuse the name of the man 
who is to step into his client’s shoes. It ie 
understood that the person is one of consider- 
able prominence in financial affairs. 

Some testimony, showing P, J. Claassen up in 
the character of cat’s-paw or confederate of 
James A. Simmons, was adduced yesterday 
betore Commissioner John A. Shields. George 
W. Pancoast, yong casbier of the Sixth

NIOARAGUA WAKING UP. 


BENEFICIAL EFFECTS OF THE CANAL 
COMPANY’S OPERATIONS. 


” MANAGUA, Fed. 6.—Even in this early stage 


the influence of the operations of the Maritime 
Canal Company upon the sluggish currents of 
Nicaraguan life and business is already clearly 
apparent. The gradual development of the 
work upon the harbor of Greytown, the estab- 
lishment of dwellings, hospitals, machine shops, 
and warehouses along its beach, the arrival 
and departure of steam and sailing ships in the 
company’s service, and the passage to and fro 
over the route of the projected canal of engi- 
neers, contractors, and prospectors are the 
tangible evidefices of the approach of anew 
era, the effects of which are being realized in 
channels far removed from the immediate 
scene of activity. 

Here, for example, is an inquiry from a pub- 
lishing house of Leipsic about materials fora 
guide to Nicaragua, to contain historical, po- 
litical, commercial, agricultural, and mining 
statistics, routes of communication, foreign and 
inland; rates of passage and freight traffic, 


hotel accommodations—in a word, a manual 
for business men, tourists, or would-be settlers. 
The inquiry is said to be at the instance of the 
Chambers of Commerce of several German 
cities, and the gentleman to who.n it was ad- 
dressed says very pertinently that in view of 
out future relations this work ought to be taken 
up by Ameoricanh interests, as the foreign trade 
of the country is now ¢oontrolied almost ex- 
olusively by European houses. 

Activity in entries of publie lands and trans- 
fers of private estates is another indication of 
awakening life. Properties lving between the 
Pacifig and the lakes, and. readily accessible to 
the seaports, are firmly held, and inquirers now 
have to go further atield. The high price of 
coffee and the profits derived from its cultiva- 
tion have directed attention to such districts 
as are adapted to ite production. The depart- 
ment of Matagalpa, in the oe a og which has 
hitherto been exploited chiefly by miners and 
cattle breeders, is now attracting attention asa 
field for the coffee planter. Last year 500,000 
trees were planted in its valleys and upon 
its mountain slopes, and considerable purchases 
have been made by foreigners bot of 
Government lands ana the estates of the 
natives. The largest land ‘owner in the depart- 
ment, and the meat influential citizen, is an 
American named Elias Masy, who came to 
Nicaragua with Walker, and has lived here 
ever since. A Californian named William Sher- 
idan has within the past year made large pur- 
chases, and has some fifty thousana coffee trees 
| asxearsge den Two gentiomen from Augusta, Ga., 

ave recently been added to the foreign colony 
in Matagalpa. The climate of that department 
is much like thatof the Gulf States of the 
United States, feo the soil produces the cereals, 
vegetables, and fruits of those localities. 

The greatest hindrance to the rapid develop- 
ments of the northern and northeastern de- 
partments of Nicaragua is the difficulty of 
communication. Native carts and pack mules 
are as yet the only means of transportation for 
both passengers and freight. Even with this 
disadvantage to overcome, the coffee of Mata- 
galpa, laid down at Corinto for shipment, com- 
mands over that of the coast districts a pre- 
mium in value sufficient to defray the extra 
cost of production and transportation. Mer- 
chants of Leon, the trade station for Matagalpa, 
and property owners On the route are now con- 
structing a highway between tbe two, which, 
perhaps, in time may develop into an extension 
of the railway which connects Leon with the 
seacoast. A concession for a railway connect- 
ing Matacalpa with the east coast at the mouth 
of the Ramos River has been granted hy the 
Government to Don Pedro Ramirez of Managua, 
who has sold it to an English syndicate, whose 
representative is now here i eabeonapgy With 
the Ministers for some modifications in the 
terms of the charter. This road would be ninety 
miles long, and would tap the rich mining dis- 
triots of Acoyapa and La Libertad. 

The Nicaraguan Government, too, seems to 
be waking up to the necessity for better means 
of communication and transportation. A line 
of Government steamers is 800n to replace the 
+ interes craft plying on Lake Managua between 

Tanagua and Momotombo, thus making a 
through line from Granadoto Corinto. It haa 
also employed Mr. Collins, an American en- 
gineer, to make 4 change in the location of the 
roadbed of the Western division of the State 
railway, and to make an estimate for renewing 
the roadbed and rails of the entire lines A 
branch of this road, from Chinandega to El 
Viejo, about nineteen miles, has alao been sur- 
veyed and located by Mr. Collins. Anotber 
Government survey isin progress for a line to 
connect the city of Matagalpa with some point 
on the east side of Lake Managua. Half a 
million coffee trees were planted in Matapalpa 
in 1889, anda continuation of such progress will 
render improved communication a necessity, 
either by Government or private enterprise.

ZION AND ST. TIMOTHY’3 PROTESTANT 
KPISCOPAL CHURCNES TO UNITE. 


Two well-known Protestant Episcopal 
churches in this city are making active prepa- 
rations to unite their parishes and form one 
large church. They are the Zion Church, situ- 
ated at Madison-avenue and ‘fhirty-eighth- 
street, and St. Timothy’s, in West Fifty-seventh- 
street, between Eighth and Ninth avenues. 

\Bt. Timothy’s Parish isin arapidly-growing 
section of the city, while Zion is not so favorably 
circumstanced. That ehurch edifiee is rightina 
nest of parishes of the same denomination, and 
it has been belicved Yor some time by Bishop 
Potter and the rector, the Rev. Dr. Tiffany, that 
Zion’s fleld of usefulness would be increased by

Timothy’s, near which it also has a chapel, the 
idea met with immediate approval. 

The details of the consolidation have not been 
arranged as yet, and officers of Zion Church 
were not ready last night to say much about the 
proposed move for that reason. Indeed, at a 
meeting of St. Timothy’s congregation on Thurs- 
day night the matter was tirst nade known to 
Many ofits members. The consolidation was 
unanimously approved of at the meeting, how- 
ever, and the details of the new arrangement 
will be prepared at once.

recently, and this union with Zion Church will 
probably result in the ersction or a large and 
handsome church editice. St. Timothy’s people 
own @ large lot, extending from Fifty-seventh 
to Fifty-sixth street, upon which the new 
ona will be built, at a cost of from $200,000 
to $250,000. 
The Rev. Henry Lubeck of St. Timothy’s will 
continue as rector of the church, and the Rev. 
Dr. C. C. Tiffany of Zion Church will. probably 
be made Rector Emeritus. There are certain 
court formalities to be gone through with 
before the negotiations can be closed and the 
work of erecting the new church commenced.

THE WARMEST’ WINTER YET. 


RECORD OF THE LAST THREE MONTHS 
—THE TEN YEAR THEORY. 


The three so-called Winter months ended yes- 
terday were the warmest for forty years, and 
they will furnish cause for reflection on the 
pert of the meteorologists for some time to 
come. Various unsatisfactory theories have 
been advanced to account for the unusual baro- 
metrical pressures, to which are closely allied 
ehanges of temperature. A continued high 
barometer off the coast and changes of pressure 
favorable to an indraught of the heated airs of 


the Gulf Stream and warmer latitudes are now 
held to be the principal causes of the abnormal 
weather, which even the repetition of a March 
blizzard cannot now reduce to the average of 
even ordinarily warm Winters. 

Since 1849 the temperatures indicate an av- 
erage for the Winter months og including this 
Winter) of 28.80° Fanrenhei Last yeur was 
also above the average, being 33.3°, whereas 
tor this Wintér the record was for December 
41.3°; January, 40.1°; February, 40.3°, 
or for the Winter of 1889-90 an average 
of 40. or The coldest day in December was 
the 4th, when the thermomeater for the twenty- 
four hours averaged 18°, The warmestday was 
the 9th, whicad had an average of 56°. In Jan- 
uary the coldest day was the 22d, with 22° for 
the average. The highest average, 58°, was 
scored on the 2d. For February, the 26th, with 

6°, was the warmest day, and the 21st, with 
23°, was the coldest day of the month. 

Judgiog from the previous records the as- 
sumption might be made that warm Winters 
ocour every ten years, although the figures do 
not quite carry this out for every decade. Yet 
1849-50 was a comparatively warm season, the 
average being 31° for the three months; 1859-60 
was the —ro which, it may be said, proves 
the rule, as that year showed weather that was 
below the fort years’ average, the thermom- 
eter showing 27.19°. However, in 1869-70 the 
records again go above the average with 80.5°, 
In 1879-80 the Winter, with the exception of 
this season, was the warmest of the forty years, 
the temppratare, being 34.94°, or about 5° below 
thatrot te last turee months,

AN ELASTIC CONSCIENCE 


MORE OF HATTON’S OCHARGES 
DISPROVED, 

A WITNESS IN THE CIVIL SERVICE IN- 

VESTIGATION WHO SHOWED ANY- 
THING BUT GRATITUDE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Frank Hatton and 
Representative Ewart saw another of their 
charges against the Civil Service Commission 
fall to piqces to-day. About the only comfort, 
indeed, that they got out of the proceea- 
ings of the committee of the House which 
is investigating their charges waa the evi- 
dence given late in the afternoon by Dr. 
Hamilton Shidy, by which it was made very 
plain that, in showing kindness to him, the 
Civil Service Commissioners had not selected a 
worthy object of generosity. 

At the opening of to-day’s proceedings Com- 
miseioners Thompson and Rovsevelt pretty 
effectually disposed of the charge that W. E. 
Sturgis was improperly transferred from the 
office of the commission to the War Depart- 
ment. Then, with the help of two of their 
clerks, thoy showed that the witness Morgan, 
who had testifisd that Stenographer Bailey 
ought not to have been promoted, had himself 
expressed the hope that Bailey would get the 
place. 

About the most definite charge made against 
the commission by Hatton and Ewart was that 
after Thomas Mitchell had failed to pase an 
examination, his papers were reviewed by the 
commission and his rating advanced, so that he 
was put upon the eligible list, and received an 
appointment as a special pension examiner. 
Mr. Mitchell was the witness chiefly relied upon 


by the prosecution to prove this charge, but he 
turned out to be anything but a satisfactory 
witness for Hatton and Ewart. 

It was proved by Mitchell’s evidence and by 
the ofticial records of the commission that in 
the examination to which Mitchell was sub- 


jected one entire sheet of questions relating to 


common law was by an oversight not handed to 
him. When this was afterward discovered the 
commission sent for Mitchell, and, without 
warning, he was asked to eit right down and 

ass an examination on that subject. He failed 
tS do satisfactory work, and thue failed to pass 
the examination. He appealed to the commis- 
sion to nave his case reviewed, and his appeal 
was denied. He made a second appeal, and 
finally the commission decided to let him attend 
the next regular examination, which was held 
in Baltimore. 

Mitchell went tuo this examination, the ques- 
tions at which wore entirely different from tbe 
other, and passed. He was put upon the eligible 
list, and last Fall he was appointed to office, 
Altbough Mitchell was their own witness, 
Ewart and Hatton tried hard to discreait his 
reliability by reading letters to show that he 
had tried to secure both Republican and Demo- 
cratic influence to get hin restored to a posi- 
tion he had lost. They did not, however, try to 
discredit the records of the commission. An- 
other of Hatton and Ewart’s witnesses was 
Appointment Clerk Toner of the In- 
terlor Department. They were disappoint- 
ead in him, too, for he _ testified that 
there were no charges against Mitchell. Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Interior Bussey sestified, 
but his information was not important so far as 
it concerned Mitchell. He had never known an 
instance of the passing of ahameon the eligi- 
ble list or a refusal to take a name as presented 
oD the eligible list. He had never, he told Mr. 
Stone, known an officer to attempt to exert any 
influence to procure the certification of eligibles. 

Dr. Hamilton Shidy was the next witneas. 
The Civil Service Commissioners had befriena- 
ed him, and that he wasin the Census Bureau, 
convenient to the eall, was wid f to the kinuw 
offices of Messrs. Roosevelt #nd his associates. 
If they did not wish before he concluded that 
they had never seen him they are not human. 
The india rubber man probably bad a less elastic 
eonscience than Shidy owned ub to under oath. 
He evidently told the truth, calmly and delib- 
erately, with a manner that was humorous 
without that intent. 

He had been in the Milwaukee Post Oltice 
about thirteen years when, July 1, 1889, he 
was removed. He had obtained his place under 
Republican control, and when the Demécratio 
Postmaster (Paul) came in he was retained. 
He besame, under the civil service law, Secre- 
a of the local board. Paul did not appar- 
ently like civil service methods. To Mr. Ewart 
the witness testitied that he kept the books, and 
that Paul compelled him to “ torture” the rec- 
ords by making entries of persons certified who 
were not exactly fitted. This he did, knowing 
it to be irregular, but he was acting in a dual 
capacity. His sense of obligation as a clerk 
was felt, first, to the Postmaster who paid him 
his salary from the Government, and afterward 
to the Civil Service Commission, of which he 
was an officer. 

Postmaster Paul had accese to the list of ell- 
gibles, and the witness could not prevent him. 
He had directed Paul’s attention to the fact 
that he was violating the law, but he did not 
tirst report the offense to the Civil Service Com- 
mission. To Mr. Boatney’s question if it was a 
* bread and butter” matter with him, the wit- 
ness answered in the affirmative. 

He had changed ratings when it seemed de- 
sirable, to the Postmaster, to do 80, 60 as to 
enable a preferred man to getin over another. 
When three names were sent to the Postmaster 
two would be “staffing,” as it was known be- 
foreband who had been selected. The witness 
went on to expiain, minutely, a great deal that 
had been generally referred to, and then came 
down to the point where, an examination hav- 
ing been made by Webster and mati of the 
Civil Service Commission, he had told them ef 
the ipregularities. Then followed an investiga- 
tion Dy the commission, and Shidy’s removal, 
following Paul’s condemnation. 

Shidy was visited by Commissioners Roose- 
velt, Thompson, and Lyman, and at his sug- 
gestion that he would need protection they 
promised it, intending to secure his retention if 
lhe was threatened with removal. He had ex- 
pressed contrition for his neglect, and had de- 
Glared that he wouid never do 80 any more, 
Yet when Hatton asked him what he would do 
under like circumstances he coolly declared 
that he would do the same thing. If the Super- 
intendent of the Census desired him to make 
the tabulations in a certain way he would obey 
orders. 

Commissioners Roosevelt and Thompson, 
who had taken some trouble to have Shiay re- 
tained in the Milwaukee Post Office, put who 
found Paul’s influence too great with ‘* Boss” 
Paine, the Republican mauager, to be over- 
come, were astounded. They.endeavored to 
recall to his mind the assurances he had given 
of an intention to be upright, but he did not 
help them much. The Commissioners will tes- 
tify on this subject to-morrow. It is per- 
fectly evident that they were mistaken 
in their estimate of Shidy’s real worth, 
and that they would have acted more wisely 
if they had let him alone. His frankness was 
admirable. His elasticity of conscience was 
phenomenal 


NOT ALARMED BY SUITS. 





HOW THE FIDELITY AND CASUALTY 
EXPLAINS THE CHICAGO ATTACK. 


The officers of the Fidelity and Casualty Com- 
pany did not seem to be worried yesterday over 
the dispatch from Chicago announcing that a 
suit had been begun by the State Attorney to 
prevent that company doing business in Illinois, 
They said that similar suits had been brought 
in a dozen or more States within a few years, 
and that with a single exception they had failed 
to dislodgo the company. It appears according 
to this side of the story that a plate-glass in- 
surance company is behind the sults, for the 
purpose of destroying a rival in that Jine of in- 


surance. Tho Fidelity and Casualty Company 
writes riske not only foraccidents but for steam 
doiler, plate glass, elevator, and omployers’ 
liabilities. . 

In all the suits the complaint has been that 
under the law of this State a company cannot 
carry on more than one line of insurance busi- 
ness. It is claimed om the contrary that the 
law of 1879 whicn so declared was repealed in 
1887. Moreover, even while the statute stood 
on the books the company’s charter under a 
former law granted authority for the several 
lines of business above specified. This view 
seems to have been sustained by the courts. In 
regard to the complaint that the company’s de- 
posit with the Insurance Department should be 
%650,000 to cover legally these several lines of 
business, the Fidelity and Casualty officers 

laim that the jae requires a deposit of but 

100,000 for all they do under their charter 
and that in keeping $200,000 on deposit ever 
since the company’s organization the require- 
— have been met. the most generous 
spirit. 





PUSHED HER WAY THROUGH THE ICE, 

The steamship Minister Maybach, whtoh ar- 
rived yesterday from Bremen, had an excit- 
ing experience in an ice flue on Feb. 22, 
Not only did the field ice extend as far as tha 
eye could reach, but frequent lofty bergs 
could be seen in veer. direction. The officers 
sighted thirty of all sizes. The vessel pushed 
her way through the ice by sheer strength, 
often heaping it up before her. After coming 
through with safety it was found that several 
rivets bad been started in the iron plates of 
the bow, anda slight leak resulted in the for- 
ward compartment.

SAILORS’ SNUG HARBOR. 


MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
YESTERDAY. 


The Board of Trustees of Sailors’ Snug Harbor 
on Staten Island met yesterday afternoon in the 
offices of the institution, 74 Wall-street. There 
were present the Rev. Morgan Dix, Recorder 
Frederick Smyth, Capt. F. A. Martin, the Rev. R. 
D.Harlan,Capt. James Parker, and Mayor Grant. 
The meeting was held with closed doors, but it 
was ascertained subsequently that Dr. Dix pre- 
sided and that the business before the beard 
concerned the reinstatement of men who have 
been suspended or expelled from Sailors’ Snug 
Harbor by the man Trask, who is in charge of 
the institution. The outer hallway of the of- 


tices was crowded with venerable members of 
Sailors’ Snug Harber who had come over from 
Staten Island to volunteer their testimony in 
behalf of their comrades. Nine of these pre- 
sented a formal request asking to be heard by 
the board, 

All the signers of the petition and several 


other interested parties were kept waiting out-. 


side during the progress of the meeting, and 
then were told that they could come axain at 
he next meeting of the board, which will be 
eld Thursday afternoon, March 13. In con- 
tidiug this information the board also stated that 
it would pay the expenses of the voluntary wit- 
nesses from Sailors’ Snug Harbor to this oity 
and back again. The old gentlemen were not 
a little disappointed at being unable to give 
their evidence. There was a manifest dispo- 
sition amoug them to side with the suspended 
and expelled men as against Governor Trask. 
They criticised that official most unsparingly. 

They were much exercised ever the fact that 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES had been removed from 
the reading table since the recent publication of 
an article reflecting on Governor Trask’s ohar- 
acter and methods, They regarded this action 
as another evidence of the tyrannical disposi- 
tion of the Governor. Trask himself denied all 
knowledge of the removal of THE TIMES from 
the reading table. He said that if it had heen 
done he knew nothing about it, The old men 
stoutly maintained, however, that they were 
not allowed to read anything that dared to 
eritivise Trask. 

John H. Urquhart’s caso was the first called 
up by the board. He had been expelled and 
was trying to be reinstated. When be came 
outof the star chamber he said that he had 
been charged with using seditious language. 
He was confronted by four different statements 
signed by as many men, and all furnished by 

rask. rquhart denied all these statementa, 

ecorder Smyth had asked him abont personal 
abuse in the institution and he had answered 
that the rules were too strict, and that they 
were carried out too brutally. The _  in- 
mates were deprived of their liberty. 
When the evidence against Urquhart 
was all in Capt. Parker had said that 
it appeared to him that all the good about the 
accused had been left out and all the bad put 
io. With regard to the charge of using bad 
language to Trask, Urquhart said that he could 
not rewember whetler he was guilty or not, 
but that if he hado’t uttered the language at- 
tributed to bim he had thought 1t. Urquhart’s 
case was continued until the next meeting of 
the board. 

Robert Childs, who was suspended on June 6 
for six months, should have been reinstated in 
December last, but was not because Governor 
Trask deemed him unfit for reinstatement. The 
charge against him was that he had earned 
some littie money as clerk of the polis during 
some election on Staten Island. While he was 
kept out of Snug Harbor by Trask he had no 
place to live in and bas been compelled to sleep 
over @ cowshed on Staten Island for the past 
three months. When he came out of the star 
chamber he saia that he had been confronted 
with a record of his evil doings as long as the 
Book of Exo:ius. Ha had also been charged with 
trying to incite some one to shoot Trask, some- 
thing he had never dreamed of, He was also 
charged with having written letters. Chiids 
was reinstated by the board. 

The other men applying for reinstatement 
were Augustus Sonneider, Capt. C. P. Jervey, 
expelled as a ‘political offender’; Capt. H. ©. 
Cox, suspended for one year because, as he ex- 
pressed it, he ‘‘sassed back” at Trask, and Will- 
jam Sterling, who had voluntarily left because 
he found that a ‘“‘taboo’’ had been placed on 
him. All these cases were continued to the 
next meeting. 


ALASKA FISHERIES LEASED.

MORE PROFIT TO THE GOVERNMENT 
THAN IN PREVIOUS YEARS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—-Secretary Windom 
has directed a lease to be made with the North 
American Commercial Company of New-York 
and San Francisco for exclusive privilege of 
taxing fur seals upon the islands of 8t. Paul 
and St. George, Alaska, for a period of twenty 
years from Mayl. The Directors of the com- 
pany are Lioyd Tevis, Henry Cowell, Matthias 
Meyer, and Isaac Liebes, all of San Francisco, 


aud Albert Miller of Oakland, Cal. D. O. Mills 
of New-York isa stockbolder of the company, 
Its capital stock is $2,000,000, 

The company proposes to pay an annual 
rental of $60,0U0 for the lease, and, in addition 
to the revenue tax of $2 upon each sealskin, 
it will pay $7 6219 foreach fur sealskin that 
shall be taken and shipped by it. The company 
also propuses to pay 50 cents per gallon for 
each gallon of seal oil; to furnish, free of 
charge, to the native inhabitants of the islands 
of 8t. Paul and 8t. George, annually, such 
quantity of dried saimon as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may direct; to furnish, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
natives the salt and barrels necessary for pre- 
serving meat. So far as may be practicable 
and consistent with the interests of the com- 
pany, it will encourage the dressing, dyeing, 
and marketing of seaiskins within the United 
States, and operate its lease in the interest of 
Awerican citizens, 

The annual revenue to the Government under 
this lease, on the basis of 100,000 seals per 
anium, Will be about $1,000,000, aa axainst 
about $300,000 under the present lease to the 
Alaska Commercial Company.

FOR A NEW COURT SYSTEM 


A JUDICIAL COMMISSION BILL 
PRESENTED. 
PROVISIONS OF HOAG’S ACT CREATING 
A NEW DEPARTMENT OF ELEC- 
TIONS—TO REPEAL THE POOL LAW. 


ALBANY, Feb. 28.—The second month of the 
legislative session has closed without the pas- 
sage of any very important measure outside of 
the World’s Fair bill. Only fourteen Senators 
attended the twenty-minute session to-day of 
the upper body. Senator Saxton introduced a 
bill to revise the judiciary article of the Consti- 
tution. 

The bill provides that the Governor, by and 
with the consent of the Senate, shall designate 
thirty-six persons, four from each judicial dis- 
trict except the first, from which eight persons 
shall be named, who shall constitute a commis- 
sion for the purpose of proposing to the Legis- 
lature at its next session amendments to the 
sixth article of the Constitution. It is pro- 
vided that no amendments shall bs proposed to 
any other article thereof. No more than one- 
half in number of the persons so appointed 


from each district shall be members of the same 
political party. Every vacancy that may at 
any time occur among the members of such 
cof mission sball be filled by the Governor and 
Speaker of the Assembly from the political party 
to which the member causing the vacancy be- 
longed. The first meeting shall be held at 
Albany on the first Tuesday in June, 1890, and 
it may adjouro to such times and places as it 
deems proper. The commission shall have 
power to choose a Chairman and appoint so 
many Clerks, messengers, and doorkeepers as 
may be necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness, Dot to exceed seven in number. Each 
member of the commission shall be entit*ed to 
receive for his services the sum of $500 and 
the same mileage as is allowed to members of 
the Legislature. The bill appropriates $25,000 
to cover the expenses of the commission. 

The articie that itis proposed to amend con- 
taing twenty-eight sections, embracing the 
regulations of all the courts in the State, from 
the conduct of the Assembly in the manage- 
ment of an impeachment trial to and including 
the Court of Appeals, the Supreme Court, the 
Superior Court, the Court of Common Pleas, 
Surrogates’, Courts of Special Sessions, and 
Justices of the Peace. 

Senator Saxton hea ape to THE TIMES’s cor- 
respondent that the Bar Association, at its Jan- 
uary meeting, had appointed a committee, 
consisting of David Dudley Field, J. Newton 
Fiero, and Deputy Attorney General Whittaker, 
to draw up this bill. He received it yesterday 
from Mr. Fiero. It was necessary to fix an 
amount to cover the expenses of the commis- 
sion, and the best basis was that of the com- 
mission of 1872, which cost the State not quite 
the sum named in thie bill. Experience has 
shown that a commission, at a cost of $25,000, 
could accomplish as much good as a Constitu- 
tional Convention at 8364,000, which was the 
amount consumed by the convention of 1867, 

“Our present court system is all wreng,” said 
Senator Saxton, ‘‘and something must be done 
to remedy it. There ought to be a consolida- 
tion of the first and second parts of the Court 
of Appeals, so that the court would be em- 
braced in one general part. The second part of 
the Court of Appeals is but a temporary ex- 
pedient, and we can readily comprehend the 
chances for confusion and wisunderstanding. 
The courts in New-York should be consolidated. 
There are a number of sections of this article 
that ought to be revised and improvei.”’ 

Mr. Saxton also introduced a bill requiring 
School Commissioners to accept Regents’ cer- 
tificates and diplomas in licensing teachera or 
admitting cundfdates to normal schools in leu 
of examinations in the topics covered by such 
examinations. School Commissioners shall re- 
quire examinations in school law, school econo- 
my, methods of teaching, &c. 


Mr. Hoag’s bill to abolish the present Bureau 
of Elections and to establish a Department of 
Elections in the city of New-York came into the 
House to-day. The bill makes it the duty of the 
Police Department to render to the Department 
of Elections such assistance as may be neces- 
sary in the notification and examination of in- 
spectors of election and poll clerks, the selec- 
tion of polling places, and the discharge of 
other duties imposed upon the Department of 
Elections. 

The head of the Department of Etections ia, 
by this bill, designated the Board of Elections, 
and shall consist of two persons of opposite 
political faith, who shall also be known as Com- 
missioners of Election. Their term of office 1s 
six years and their annual salary $5,000 eaocb. 
The first Commissioner of Election shail be 
elected at the general election this vear from 
the entire city. 

In case of a vacancy in the office the Mayor ts 
empowered to appoint asubstitute, whose polit- 
jcal faith shail be the sameas his predecessor's. 
Tn the event that a vacancy occursin this de- 
partment the term of the other Commissioner 
shall cease at noon on the lst day of January 
succeeding the election at which the vacancy is 
tilled, and at such election two Cummissioners 
shall be elected, one to till each vacancy. From 
and after noon on Jan. 1, 1891, the Department 
of Elections shall possess all the powers re- 
lating to elections now vested in the Board of 
Polica, 

A Bureau of' Elections in the Department of 
a is provided for, subject to the orders of 
the Commissioners. Itis to be managed by a 
chief, who shall hold office for three years, and 
whose salary shall not exceed ,000. The 
Commissioners shall appoint all inspectors of 
elections and make necessary removals and 
transfers, Annually they shali select to serve 
as inspectors four persons, two of whom shall 
differ in politics from their associates. In this 
connection provision is made that the two ap- 
pointed to represent the party in political 
minority on State issues shall be named solely 
by the Commissioner who represents such 
minority. 

The Commissioners are empowered to deter- 
mine whether any political party which shall 
have cast for its candidates for any office as 
many as 50,000 votes or upwards is entitled to 
representation on the Board of Inspectors. 
They sball also appoint in each election district 
an additional inspector to represent the aaid 
political party. Every person so appointed 
shall be a oitizen of the United States and the 
State of New-York, and is not required to be a 
resident of the district from which he shall be 
appointed. He shall take an appropriate oath 
of office, and shali bold office for one year, un- 
less sooner removed for cause. This act shall 
not affect any offense committed or rignt of re- 
moval accrued prior to the time when it takes 
effect, and all penalties and forfeitures incurred 
under any statute superseded or repealed by 
this act may be prosecuted and punished in the 
same manner and with the same effect as if this 
act bad not been passed. 


Mr. Cornell of Staten Island has introduced 
in the House a bill to repeal the Ives Pool bill. 
“ This law,” he exclaimed, “should be obliter- 
ated from the statute books, and if this Legis- 
lature fails todvit the Almighty ought. It is 
the ruination of thousands of our young men. 
Every boy in my town squanders his money 
and degrades himself buying pools at Hokoken 
and other places. [ am in earnest, and will 
make the fight of my life to push this bill 
through.” 

Mr. Harwood of Niagara introduced the bill 
which Mr. O’Connor has presented in the upper 
house to repeal the law fixing the rate of wages 
on the public works at $2 a day, and Mr. Gillice 
of Albany the dressed beef bill of last year. 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Clarke, provid- 
ing for changing the map and opening streets 
in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, 
on the application of residents. 


A sub-committee, consisting of Messrs. Nolan,

70 GO TO BEDLOW’S ISLAND. 


SELECTED BY SECRETARY WINDOM 
THE IMMIGRANT LANDING PLACE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Secretary Windom has 
issued orders for the establishment o¢ an immi- 
grant landing depot on Bedlow’s Island, New- 
York Harbor, and arrangements will at once be 
made for the construction of the necessary 
buildings. 


Bedlow’s Island, which has been selected for 
the purposes of an immigrant landing place, 
has an area of about thirteen acres, and lies a 


mile and a half southwest of the Battery, where 
Castle Garden now stands. Its history and 
lay ae @ppearance have already become famil- 
jar to the public, in connection with the plac- 
ing thete of the Barthboldi Statue of Liberty, 
which was dedicated in 1836. It 1s also the site 
of Fort Wood. 

At the office of the Emigration Commission- 
ers, in Castie Garden, the judgment of Secre- 
tary Windom in selecting Bedlow’s Island was 
severely calied in question by those who are fa- 
miliar with the business of landing immigrants. 
Commissioner Stephenson said that if it was 
the Secretary’s intention to act for the zood of 
the immigrants he could not see how this end 
Was attained by landing them on an island, 
whence it would be necessary to reship them 
and thelr baggage when Gecision had been 
passed upon their fitness to become American 
citizens. 

As the law stands at present, it was evident, 
Mr. Stephenson thought, that the present com- 
Toission, acting on behalf of the State of 
New-York, would stili have jurisdiction over 
all immigrants intending to land in New-York. 
“April 18,” said Mr. Stephenson, ‘‘is the day 
on which the notice of the termination of the 
contract takes effect, but come around on April 
19, and I guess you will tind us going on as 
usual. I am of the opinion that this whole 
business 1s a mere political jobd for the sake of 
finding a berth for somevody who would other- 
wise be without one. Certainly, if the interests 
of the immigrants had been conaulted, the land- 
ing station would have been made on the North 
River, somewhere between Thirtieth and For- 
tieth streets,

LOST IN SPECULATIONS. 


THE TANGLED AFFAIRS AND SUDDEN 
FLIGHT OF A JERSEY FARMER. 


PLAINFIELD, N. A, Fob. 28.—The sudden dis- 
appearance of John L. Spencer, a well-known 
farmer living in Somerset County, just beyond 
the Union County line north of this city, has 
led to the discovery of startling irregularities 
in his personal and bank accounts. Mr. Spen- 
cer is said to have had discounted about tnree 


roonths ago various notes drawn by himself 
and purporting to bear the indorsement of 
various prominent business men. These notes, 
beld by the First National Bank in Plainfield 
and by Newark banks, are now, it is aileged, 
‘ound to be worthless, as each signature save 
is own isa forgery. Among the bogus signa- 
tures are those of Baker & Mead, the Scotch 
Plains grocers; Elias Allen, and Aaron Allen. 

Mr. Spencer’s farm has been heavily mort- 
gaged within ten days, and the banks which 
have advanced him money are unsecured 
agaiust loss. Mr. Spencer has also, itis claimed, 
Made away with various amounts of money 
beld by him 1n trust, besides disposing of bank 
stock belonging to an estate af which he was 
executor. In addition to these grave charges It 
is alleged that he has robbed his aged mother of 
her entire property, including a four-thousand- 
dollar farm and the principal ana long-term 
interest on sums invested. 

The full amount of bis alleged stealings is not 
known, but over $10,000 of money belonging to 
others is said to have been sunkin Wall-street 
speculations. Mr. Spencer’s whereabouts is un- 
known, even to his wife, who is heart-broken at 
the discovery of the tangled state of affairs. 





STONED, CUT, AND ASSAULTED. 


A SCHOOL TEACHER’S TERRIBLE STRUG- 
GLE WITH A BRUTE. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Feb. 28.—Miss Lizzie 
Cowan, aged twenty, of Middlebury, a teacher 
in the district school there, was savagely as- 
saulted on her way home from school last nignt. 
After the assault she dragged herself to the 
house of Henry Atwood, and fell almost help- 
less through the open doerway. There was a 


large gash in her throat; she had been strack 
séveral blows on the head with a stone, and her 
body was covered with cuts and bruises. Her 
clothing had been torn to shreds. 

It was some time before she recovered suffi- 
ciently to tell her story. She said she was first 
struck with a stone on the side of the head as 
she was passing Mallory’s corners and rendered 
nearly unconscious. A man caught nold of her. 
Then astruggle ensued, the ruffian dragging 
her over a stone wall, she fighting desperately 
all the time. She remembered nothing else 
until she recovered consciousness. 

The Middlebury people are much excited over 
the outraze, and one Daniel Webster, a shift- 
less fellow who had been idling about the 
town, was arrested. The girl, after hearing 
him speak, positively identifled Webster as tiie 
assailant. 

He was hidden in a farmhouse in Middlebury 
all night to avoid lynching, and this morning 
was bound over without Dail by Justice Bissell 
and taken to jail. 

Heis a roughb-looking fellow, said to be half 
Indian. He hails from Barkbamstead. He is 
certain to receive a life sentence in Wethers- 
field Prison.

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HERE’S A SIZABLE VOLUME 


FULL OF SIGNATURES FOR 
HONBST BALLOT REFORM. 
THE HUGE PETITION OF NEW-YORK 
AND BROOKLYN CITIZENS TO BE 
PRESENTED TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


The mammoth book of petitions asking the 
Legislature for ballet reform will be paraded 
through the streets to-day. It is a decidedly 
unique affair, and a brass band will precede it 
ou its journey. Thore never was such a book 
built before in the world, and when It gets up to 
Albany it will astonish the lawmakers with its 
ponderous dimensions, It is almost as big asa 
small house, and when completed it will con- 
tain more than 50,000 signatures of residents 
of this city, and 20,000 of Brooklyn. 

Every signature is written upon a elip asking 
the Legislature to pass a ballot reform bill con- 
taining the provisions of the Saxton bill. The 
New-York Ballot Reform League has been col- 
lecting these slips for many weeks. Besides 
the slips there are a large number of long lists 
of signatures afiixed to petitions. These small 
slips and long lists have been pasted on to 
huge sheets of brown paper, and these form 
the leaves of the huge volume. The work of 
compiling this gigantic addition to ballot re- 
form literature was left to Oliver Sumner 
Teall, who is Chairman of the Committee on 
Enrollment fer the league, and who is also one 
of the bright lights of the Republican Volun- 
teer Association. 

The headquarters for the compilation have 
been at Mr. Teall’s offices, on the fourth floor 
of 15 Cortlaondt-satreet. Here the work has 
been going on since Jan. 1. All the signatures 
have been sent there, and the work of getting 
them into shape for the book has of late grown 
to such large proportions that Mr. Teall has 
been obliged to hire forty-five girls and nino 
men todoit The names have been classified 
according to Assembly and election districts. 
** We have done this,” said Compiler Teall, ** 50 
that the Assemblymen and Senators when they 


look over this great volume can see at a glanee. 


how some of their constituents feel on this 
question. It has been very hara work getting 
this book together. We have been ebdliged to 
use almost every office on this floor of the 
building.” 

Mr. Teall was right about this. About every 
office on the floor was occupied yesterday aft- 
ernoon by a group of pretty girls pasting, as- 
sorting, and copying. ‘*“ We are making copies 
of every one of these names,” said Mr. Teall, 
60 that we shall have aduplicate of the bock 
for use hereafter. You see some of those who 
sent in their signatures on the small slips have 
seut in duplicates, and we are weeding all the 
duplicate signatures out. Every name sent to 
Albany in this book will be authentic. Each 
slip is checked oft with a red and blue pencil to 
make certaiu that there are no duplicates.” 

“* How much has this work «ost ?” 

“About $5,000. We expect it will have a 
cre deal of effectin showing the Legislature 

ow the people here feel. 

‘*My first plan,’ continuea Mr. Teall, refer- 
ring to the preparation for to-day’s display of 
the big book, ‘‘ was to have twelve members of 
the league carry it up town. I had a big 
stretcher built for this purpose, made so that 
twelve men could getunderit. It was aifficult 
to get the men to undertake suph a task, ard I 
sentdown to the Longshoremen’s Association 
for twelve abie-bodied men to bear the stretch- 
er. Two of them came up here to ses what the 
burden would be. They looked over the mate- 
rial that is going into the book and then one of 
them said tome: ‘Mr. Teall, you want that 
book ourried up Bruadway?’ ‘ Yes. Sir; that’s 
what we want to hire you for.’ 

*“* Then,’ said the spokesman, * you can carry 
it up yourself. Twelve men couldn’t carry it.’ 
80 I had to give up that plan. The stretcher 
will be used to carry the great book into the 
Capitol, Twelve members of the league may 
carry it in, and Senator Saxton will receive it 
and present it to the Senate, Our original plan 
was to take the book into the Assembly next 
Monday night, but we have determined to wait 
until the bill gets back to the Senate. Thismay 
be on Thursday next. 

“The great volume will be loaded on a éart 
and will start away from this oftice, with a brass 
band in the lead, at noon Saturday. The book 
has grown so fast that we could not bind it in 
any of these rooms. We finally decided to do 
that part of the work in the hallway, but had 
to give up this idea, too, because there is notan 
elevator in the building big enough to carry it 
down to the street. The store of Westinghouse, 
Oburch, Kerr & Uo., on the first floor, was then 
selected. The book was taken down in sec- 
ilons and built there.” 

The parade of the big book will be over the 
following route: Through Broaiway to Ex- 
change-place, to Broad-street, to Wall-street, to 
Broadway, to Twenty-tnird-street, and then up 
Fifth-avenue to the Fifth-Avenue Auction 
Rooms. Here it will be placed on exhibition in 
the show window and left there over Sunday. 

Mr. Teall says that this tremendous volume 
weighs half a ton and that it is about eight feet 
higa and seven or eight thick. It will be bound 
in gray canvas, With red trimmings. On the 
top cover is the petition itself and the names of 
the officers of the league. On the huge back 
there is this insoription:

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“Tf they want another volume we can give 
them that, too,” said Mr. Teall. 

The work of putting the book together was 
completed in the Westinghouse store on Cort- 
landt-street last night. Carpenters, book-bind- 
ers, and even blacksmiths were called into serv- 
iee. The book was divided into several sections. 
Each section had a backing of heavy boards, 
and to these hinges were riveted. 








BROKER FOSTER TO ANSWER. 


THE GOVERNING BOARD THINKS HE 
BROKE A BY-LAW. 


The Committee of Arrangements of the Stock 
Exchange reported to the Governing Board at 
aspecial meeting yesterday that C. M. Foster 
of Henry Clews & Co. had violated Section 6 of 
the by-laws of the Exchange by conduct 
injurious to the Exchange. The specific 
charge is that Foster had improperly endeav- 
ored* to depress the rice of New-York 
and New-Englaud Railroad stock on Thursday 
by offering it at 43%4, when 43% was bid for 500 
shares by E. A. Mauriac. Tne Governors de- 
cided that Mr. Foster should have until the 
next regular monthly mecting, March 12, te 
enter a defense. At the meeting he will be per- 
mitted to examine witnesses and speak in his 
own behalf. 

Mr. Foster claims that the offer made by 
Broker Mauriac was not a genuine one, and 
that he had a right to offer the stock down toa 
price where his customer wanted to sell. The 
penalty is not more than one year’s suspension. 

The board will at the same meeting take up 
the case of Broker J. A. Blair, who is charged 
with violating the law of the Exchange re- 
garding “splitting commissions.” The extreme 
penalty for this offense is dismissal. Mr. Blair 
has been a member of the Stock Exchange only 
a few months. 





PIETY AND BUSINESS TREATED ALIKE. 

The Castle Garden boarding-house keepers 
have scored what they deem an important vic- 
tory by virtue of the action taken by the Emi- 
gration Commission in secret session on Thurs- 
day. Hitherto it has been the custom to admit 
to the rotunda at all times a certain number of 
missionaries—clergymen or agents of church 
organizations—who were supposed to be en- 
gaged in attending to the spiritual wants of the 
immigrants. These wissionaries. also, in most 
instances, manage ‘mission houses,’ whither 
they Invite those whom they care to accommo- 
date. 

The boarding-house keepers who hold licen- 
ses from the Emigration Commission, costing 
$25 apiece, allowing. them to go into the 
Garden after the registry of each shipload of 
immigrants. is ee: and whose only 
chance of getting their money’s worth is in ob- 
taining the patronage of the immigrants, have 
complained for some time that the mission- 
aries were destroying the boarding-house bust- 


ness. 

The commission has decided to put the hotel 
business and the encouragement of piety on 
the same basis, and has therefore prohibited 
the missionaries from entering. the rotunda of 
Castle Garden oo, under the same condi- 
tions as the licensed boarding-house keepers. 





THE ALDERMEN INDIGNANT.

SEVERAL INDICTMENTS RESULT FROM 
THE 8T. JOHNLAND SCANDAL, 


For rendering an alleged illegal bill for 
$7,837 against the County of Kings in December 
last, Architect R. B, Eastman was yesterday 
indicted by the Kings County Grand Jury. For 
approving the bill, over the veto of John A. 
Quintard, then Supervisor at Large, all the 
members of the County Farm Committee of the 
Kings County Board of Supervisors of 1889, 
except Supervisors Watson and Lynam, who 
voted against the bill, were also indicted. They 
are Thomas E. O’Brien, William French, Robert 
O’Donhell, O. B. Lockwood, and Thomas NM, 
Nolan. The last named is now not in the buard. 

The indictments grew out of a contract held 
by John H. O’Rourke for the erection of four 
large buildings and some small ones at the 
County Farm at St. Johniand, the contract 
prico being something over $600,000. The tour 
large buildings were to be alike, and though 
Architect Eastman drew but one set of plans 
he rendered a bill for four plans, and sought co 
collect something over $15.000. On Oct. 24 
Mr. Eastman sent in his first claim for $7,838 
to the Board of Supervisors, and it was passed 
and ordered paid without hesitation. Later on 
he put in another bill for $7,837, and this 
tape the committee of the Bourd of 

upervisors by the votes of the mem- 
bers who were yesterday indicted. The 
meusure was held to be an illegal overcharge 
by John A. Quintard, then Supervisor at Large, 
and he vetoed it, accompanying the veto with 
a lengthy message giving in detail his views on 
the subject, and alleging that it was an attempt 
on the part of the architect to charge 719 per 
cent. instead of the5 per cent. which his con- 
tract provided for. he message also con- 
tained the charge that the architect had put in 
a bill for drawing plans for four buildings 
when he had drawn but one set. 

Soon after the publication of these charges 
of Mr. Quintard’s, Architect Eastman brought a 
suit for libel against him, placing his damages 
at $50,000. Through his counsel, William J. 
Gaynor, Mr. Quintard made haste to file his 
answer tothe complaint. This he did on Jan. 
29. The case has not yet been tried, but it 
was Mr. Quintard’s answer that impelled the 
investigation of the Grand Jury that resulted 
in yesterday’s indictment. 

Mr. a charged the indicted Supervis- 
ors with being engaged in a conspiracy with 
Architect Eastman to defraud the county, and 
he broadly asserted that in the Summer of 1888 
be had been approached by Supervisor Thomas 
O'Brien with a proposition that if he would ap- 
prove all the estimetes submitted by Mr. East- 
man he would be paid from $10,000 to $20,000. 

It was upon this public statement that the 
Grand Jury began the investigation into the St. 
Johnsland contracts. Last evening bench war- 
rants were issued for the indicted men, and they 
will be arraigned to-day in the Brooklyn Court 
of Sessions. 


MR, 
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M’OLELLAND RESIGNS. 


THE SPECIAL DEPUTY COLLECTOR EX- 
PLAINS THE REASONS FOR HIS ACTION. 


Special Deputy Collector of Customs Charles 
P. McClelland resigned yesterday. He had in- 
tended to give up his office on April 15, but the 
attacks made upon him vy a morning newe- 
paper hastened his action. As Mr. McClelland 
is a Democrat, Collector Erhardt came in for 
hig share of abuse because he allowed Mr. Mc- 


Clelland to remain. Mr. McClelland says that 
he resigns because of the wishes of his family. 
In his letter to the Collector he says: 


*“‘Aboat three weeks ago there were published in 
the New-York Tribune certain charges retlecting 
on my persoval character and stating as facts a 
tissue of falsehoods uuworthy even of a general 
denial. During your recent visit to Washiugton 
another similar but more virulent attack was made 
upon me, as utterly false as the first. I now feel 
that 1 Cannot with self-respect longer continue in 
my original intention to remain with you untilabout 
the middle ot April. 

**You will bear me out that I never expressed a 
desire to remain in office after you became Collect- 
or, but that you requested me to remain until you 
should have an opportunity to familiarize yourself 
with the workinygs and machinery of the oltice and 
also to assist you in arranging some very important 
matters relating to the oustomws which were in 
process of investigation when. you assumed of- 
tice. You will also bear me out that at various 
times since I have asked you w fix a time when I 
could be relieved, and on each occasion you request- 
ed me to remain if I could without injury to my 
future prospects until the middle of April, the 
period originally contemplated in our conversations. 
“ The deputies have ail been appointed, the last 
two taking office abouta month ago. The matters 


-pending when you took office are now in process of 


successful solution, and the change can now be 
made without hazard tu the Government, yourself, 
or the mercantile community. 

“IT have now the honor to tender my resignation 
as Chief Clerk of Customs and Special Deputy Col- 
lector, to take effect at once, and in no event later 
than March 15.” 

Mr. McClelland entered the Customs Service 
early in 1886. He was appointed Chief Clerk in 
the Law Division and then became Chief Olerk 
of Customs and Special Deputy Vollector. He 
acted as Collector of the Port in the Collector's 
absence. He was formerly a member of the Ae- 
sembly from Westchester County. His home is 
at Dovbs Forry. He was looked upon by the 
merchants with whom he came in contact and 
by his associates as a most valuable officer, 

The resignation was not written until late 
yesterday afternoon, and Collector Erhardt said 
he had not given the subject of a successor any 
thought. 


QUICK TIME TU WASHINGTON. 


HOW MR. PALMER’S COMPANY WILL

SLFTING THE FLACK CASH, 


THE ASSEMBLY COMMITTEE’S INVESTI- 
GATION OF JUDGE BOOKSTAVER. 


The Judiciary Committee of the Assemblr 
met yesterday in the General Term Room of the 
Supreme Court to investigate the charges 
against Judge Henry W. Bookstaver of the 
Court of Common Pleas as to his conduct inthe 
Fiack divorce case. Milo M. Acker of Steuben 
County is Chairman. Ex-Juage Edward Coun- 
tryman of Albany appeared for the committee, 
and Delos McCurdy and Almon Goodwin of 
the firm of Vanderpoel, Cuming & Goodwin, as 
counsel for Judge Bookstaver. 

Mr. McCurdy stated that there were other 
gentlemen associated with him as volunteer 
counsel who would be calledon if necessary. 


Among them are William Allen Butler, Clarence 
A. Seward, and John M. Bowers. 

Ex-Judge Samuel Jones, Clerk of the Court of 
Common Pleas, who succeeded Nathaniel Jar- 
vis after the disclosures in the Flack case, iden- 
tiflea the books of his office and read the entries 
in them relating to tbe Flack case. Assistant 
District Attorney Goff produced: the judgment 
roll from the archives of the District Attorney’s 
office and read the letter of Chief Judge Larre- 
more of the Court of Common Pleas calling the 
attention of the District Attorney to the Flack 
cuse. 

William J. Hagan of ‘Troy, an expert in hand- 
writing, testitied as to the alterations in the 
judgment roll made by the conspirators on the 
substitution of counse! after Judge Bookstaver 
had refused to grant the decree with Monell 
as counsel for Mrs. Flack. The original sum- 
mons had been torn off aud a new one pasted 
onit. The date of the summons—April 19—had 
begn written out, but the word ‘ nineteenth” 
had been struck out and the figures putin. This 
alteration was made by the notury. In the 
atlidavit, of regularity made by Benjamin 
Wright after his aubstitution for Monell as 
Mrs. Flack’s counsel in the case, the original 
date—July 2—is overwritten. July 1s converted 
ito May anda figure 2 placed in front of the 
originul 2. This alteration, the witness testified, 
is made in the handwriting of Referee Meeks. 
The signature of Benjumin Wright showed 
signs of having been written with unusual care, 
asifover an erasure. The letter alleged to 
have been written by Monell to Wright author- 
izing the latter to act as counsel) for Mrs. Flack, 
was, bo said, written by the same person who 
wrote the alfidavit of service signed by Joseph 
De Camp. The order appointing the referee 
aud the testimony of Mary E. Flack, Margaret 
Smith, and Kate Cannon, except the signatures, 
are in the handwriting of Referee Jeseph 
Meeks. 

Morris Wasel, the notary who witnessed Mrs. 
Flack’s signature to the complaint, said thata 
boy came to the Clerk’s office of the Seventh 
District Court (Monell’s) one morning about 9 
o’clock and said that “ Will” Flack was outside 
and wanted to see the witness. He found 
Flack and went with him to the Flack rest- 
dence. A Woman, whom Flack introduced as 
his mother, signed the complaint and swore 
to If. 

Joseph De Camp, employed in Flack’s book- 
binding establishment, testified that he served 
the summons on Sheriff Flack at young Flack’s 
request. Frank M. Tishenor, @ notary and 
lawyer in Benjamin Wright’s office, testitied 
that the affidavit of regularity was signed by 
Wright some time in June or July. The change 
in the date had not been made when Wright 
signed it. 

Benjaoin Wright said that Meeks came t® 
him one day in June or July and asked him to 
act as counsel for Mrs. Fluck. Meeks assured 
him that the case was “straight,” and tnen he 
consented to take it if he got a written author- 
ization from Mrs. Flack. He did not know that 
Meeks was referee in the gcase until after the 
disclosures inthe newspapers. He corroborated 
Expert Hagan as to Meeks’s handwriting in 
the papers, and told of a visit to Judge Book- 
ataver's private room in the Court House, 
brought about after the disclosures by the late 
ex-Judge Van Vorst. Judge Bookstaver held 
up the judgment roll, and asked him if the 
handwriting on the back was his. He told him 
it was not, and Judge Bookstaver said: “I 
have Known your name for years; when I saw 
it on the papers I supposed everything was all 
right.”

TALKING FOR WELLS COLLEGH, 


MISS WELCH’S LECTURE IN AID OF MRS. 
CLEVELAND’S ALMA MATER. 


The Lenox Lyceum parlors were filled to their 
utmost capacity yesterday afternoon on the oc- 
casion of the talk on “American History” by 
Miss Jane Meade Welch of Buffalo for the bene- 
fit of the Wells College building fund. One of the 
most pleasing features of the affair was its in- 
fermal character, and before the lecture began, 
which was at3 o’clock, there was a pleasant 
hum of chatty eonveraation pervading the 
rooms, that gave the impression of a social 
afternoon gathering. 

Prominent among the ladies present was Mrs. 
Grover Cleveiand, through whose interest in 
the welfare of Wells College the entertainment 
was given, with the double object of enhancing 
educational facilities by Increasing the building 
fund, and also of inutrodueing her friend, Miss 
Welch, to a New-York audience. 

With a pleasing manner that at once gained 
attention Miss Welch took the platform, and, 
in a deft, graphic, and graceful way, talked 
herself into the cordial favor of her audience. 
She began with a plea for the closer study of 
American history. She spoke without notes, 
and gave her listeners facts and figures with an 
ease that indicated an extraordinary Memory. 
In'a clear voice, and with a good deal of 
strong dramatic coloring, sho spoke of the ac- 

uisition of lands in the Unitea States, passing 
from detailed outline of the steps taken to 6e- 
cure Louisiana and Texas, to the great North- 
western region, where Oregon was captured 
with all its great resources. Interesting In- 
dian stories were told, the growth of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company was_ recounted, and the 
travels and hardships of Mrs. Spaulding and 
Mrs. Whitman were graphically narrated, ap- 
plause following each of the lecturer's graphic 
pictures. 

The lecture was picturésgue throughout, and 
when at the close of an hour’s remarks Miss 
Welch paused, adding that she still hada few 
things to say about Oregon, and asked her 
listeners if she should proceed, the immediate 
and hearty affirmative manifestations told of 
the interest with which her discourse had been 
followed. And when at the close of another 
half hour Miss Welch finished her picture of 
how Oregon had been acquired, continued ap- 
plause followed her departure from the plat- 
form.

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TWO FLOORS BURNED OUT. 


A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN THE FACTORY 
OF THE KURSHEEDT COMPANY. 


A fire which did about $60,000 damage and 
resulted in throwing more than 600 operatives 
out of work for at least three months occurred 
in the factory of the Kursheedt Manufacturing 
Company, 34 to 38 Thompson-street, early yes- 
terday moraing. The building is of brick and 
tive stories hign. It is owned by Stadiker & 
Emsheimer, manufacturers of bonnet frames 
in East Houston-street, aud connects with a 
six-story structure, also of brick, fronting on 
South Fifth-avenue and occupied by the Kur- 


sheedt Companv. The company manufactures 
ruchings, embroidery, and furnishing goods 
generally for makers of women’s and children’s 
clothing. 

At 4 o’clock Patrolman Breen noticed smoke 
pouring out of the fourth story windows of the 
Thompson-street building. When No. 13 engine 
from 99 Wooster-street got to the fire flames 
Were shooting out of the windows of both the 
fourth and fifth floors. The firemen had to 
make an entrance by ladders. Then there was 
some trouble getting the water tower to work, 
but 1t was not quite an hour before the fire was 
under control. 

The two upper floors were gutted. On the 
fifth there had been 125 fluting machines, in 
each of which gas was used. It is believed that 
the fire originated in a jet connected with one 
of these machines, whieh had been left turned 
on. There was a big water tank at the top of 
the building, and extinguishers were placed in 
every room. A watchman had gone ali through 
the factory at 9:30 P. M. or Thursday, but had 
noticed nothing wrong. No all-night watcaman 
was employed. 

The loss on the building will not exceed 
$10,000, which is fully covered by insurance. 
The Kursheedt Company estimates its loss to 
stock and machinery at $50,000. Itcarried an 
insurance of $100,000 on stock and of $25,000 
on machinery. This was scattered among rorty 
different companies. The fire occurred ata 
busy season of the year and Israel B. Kur- 
sbeedt, Secretary of the company, said to a 
TiMESreporter yesterday that it would cause a 
loss of not less than half a million dollars in 
this year’s sales. The South Fifth-avenue 
building was not injured. ‘The lower floors of 
the Thompson-street structure were damaged 
by water. The adjacent tenements were not 
injured. 


WILL EXHAUST THE SUBJECT. 


PLANS MAPPED OUT FOR THE SENATE 
INVESTIGATORS. 


According to: the programme laid out by the 
Senate investigating committee, whose labors 
will begin this morning in the Court House, 
the inquiry will be the most sweeping trat was 
ever undertaken into the affairs of this city. It 
is the intention of the committee to go. to the 
bottom of the several departments and io 
solicit not only statistics, but also the views of 
all who may have opinions of value upon fiscal 
and administrative reform. 


Mayor Grant has been ¢alled as a witness for 
this morning. There is no expectation ihat the 


committee will be able to ask him all the 
questions on the list to-day. He will ve 
asked to explain the administration of the Mu- 
nicipal Government in tis extirety end by de- 
partments. It is expected that the answers 
which he will give will open up still turther 
lines of inquiry, and thatthe examination will 
enable the committee to compare his views 
with those of former Mayors and other pubiic 
offieials who have taken an active interest in 
thie comprehensive subject. 

The committee will come here without defi- 
nite plans in regard to the length of their open- 
ing session. The entire inquiry is to extend 
over a period of two years. From time to time 
the committee will adjourn, and it 1s not un- 
likely that reports of their progress will be 
made to the Senate, should ocwasion arise for 
so doing. The list of queations published yes- 
terday has been sent to the Mayors of every 
city in the State except New-York and Brook- 
lyn. The purpose of devising this general list 
was to put statistics in possession of the com- 
mInittee and at the same time save them the 
labor of examining witnesses in dlfferent 
Places and the consequent risk of going over 
the same ground many times. Naturally the 
same subjects will become the basis of inquiry 
in this city and Brooklyn, bustin both of opt 
cities the examination 1s to take the widest 
bmn tange, and there seems to be little 

oubt that it will be exhaustive.
